Tbe foreclosure suit .-.gainst Madison, Squire 
Garden, which was noted in lost week's Cuppeb, 
tas led to tbe appolntminl of a receiver, and the 
very existence of the l.lg .ruii.aement resort, which 
has Ions been the pride of the Metropolis, Is 
threatened. The tact, It wuuld appear, from pres 
<nt conditions that this r>u building, which tor 
twenty-six years has lie d within Its walls many 
notable gatherings, coavcnt.cns, horse shows, cir- 
cuses and spectacles, will soon be bnt a memory, 
unless some of New York's financial kings come to 
the rescue. 

Following the recent suit brought by the New 
York Life Insurance Co. to foreclose a mortgage 
of 32,300,000 on the property. Judge Glegerich 
last week appointed ex-Judge Edward E. McCalt 
receiver of the big amusement resort. Mr. McCall 
gave bond for $200,000, and Is authorized to lease 
any part or the whole of the building for a period 
not exceeding one year. 

The F. ft p. Company, the present owners of 
the property, purchased it a few years ago from 
a corporation the directors of which included 
Frank K. Sturgia, president; J. P. Morgan, J. P. 
Morgan Jr. Adrian Iselln, Charles Lanier, Ogden 
Mills and L. L. Benedict. 

The F. ft Dl Company's avowed Intention was to 
raze the present structure and on Its site" erect 
an enormous office building. The company went 
so far as to have plans drawn of the proposed 
edifice, which gave it entrances on its four sides, ' 
showed a Urge courtyard In the centre. 

Madison Square Garden was dedicated to the 
public Monday evening, June 16, 1S90, when 
Eduard 8trauss and his Vienna Orchestra made 
their first American appearance.

Ksplnoaa, ballet master; Ivan Peronet, stags man- 
ager; John G. Maple and Joseph Early, adver- 
tising agents, and J. F. Driecoll, gas man. 

The Garden Theatre, which occupies the North- 
west corner of the building, was opened Saturday 
evening.

duced. In other words, the effect Is caused by 
short circuiting of the charged strips while the 
girls are dancing on same. 

Sterling claims that he has used the effect for 
nine years, during which be appeared at some of 
the local theatres. Including the Winter Garden. 
In addition, he says that when he introduced the 
effect around here he could not secure a legal per- 
mit to use same, but was told to do so without 
the permit, which he did. 

Furthermore, alleges Sterling, the New York 
State Law provides that If an effect Is run from

•parka, same must be enclosed in glass.

It is 
Interesting to note the effect when singers of equal 
merit appear on a given till, one adhering to high 
class numbers, the other reporting to lighter songs. 
Judging by the amounts of applause, the ragtime 
einger is Incomparably superior to the singer of 
"concert" editions. This leads to the question:. 
"Why have high class songs at aU7" The answer 
Is found in the fact that grand opera and light 
opera singers are constantly being recruited to the 
vaudeville ranks. They know little about the popu- 
lar game and hold popular songs In abhorence. 
The result is a warbling of words and notes that the 
audience doesn't understand If the. singer's pro- 
gram-mention Is very strong, they applaud mildly, 
as an indication of discriminating mentality. But 
this kind of applause nev^r registers like that given 
popular songs. The operatic singer who under- 
stands vaudeville sufficiently to throw off pol*e 
end get down to the level of the audience, sing- 
ing the kind of songs It likes. Is the one whose

HOW TO AVOID TYPHOID FEVER. 

The season for typhoid Is rapidly approaching;, eerily be brought to the boiling point to kill the 



In fact, cases . of typhoid fever are getting 
more numerous right now and I believe a general 
outline of how to avoid typhoid Infection la not 

amiss. . . 

It Is an established fact that the disease is cine 
to an Infection of the typhoid germ. The specific 
cause, or the germ, was discovered by two German 
scientists — Eberth and Gaffky. Once these germs 
gam entrance Into the Intestinal tract they set op 
ulcerative conditions which give rise to certain 
symptoms that -we designate as typhoid fever. The 
germs multiply In the Dowels, and are to be found 
in the etools. urine. Mood, spleen and other parts 
of the body of victims of the disease. 

How does the typhoid germ gain entrance into 

the Intestines? It usually enters through Infected 
milk or contaminated water, or through contami- 
nated food. Oysters, green vegetables, which have 
been fertilized by means of sewago, are potent car- 
riers of the disease. Patients who nre up and 
around, apparently well from typhoid, are still 
"tvphoid carriers" for some time, because the ty- 
phoid germ Inhabits their bodies for a considerable 
period. 

Typhoid fever Is more common- in the young 
adult than in childhood, middle or old age and 
seems to attack the vigorous and healthy as often 
as the weak and enfeebled. Men seem more sus- 
ceptible than women, hut this is probably because 
they are more liable to exposure. The disease Is 
most frequently seen In the Summer and . early 
Autumn, and may occur in almost any climate. 

Can typhoid be avoided? Yes, It can. How? 
By a thorough understanding as to what causes 
the disease and the avoidance of contamination. 
From what has been said above, a comprehensive 
Idea as to the causes may be gained and the prac- 
tical application of preventative measures will 
suffice to avoid the disease. For Instance, It ia 
known that milk and water are typhoid carriers. 
They must, therefore, be free from germs before 
they are Ingested. Pasteurization will accomplish, 
that end In milk. In larger cities commercial pas- 
teurization Is done by tie larger milk concerns, 
and If properly carried out the milk is usually 
free from typhoid bacilli. Performers should, 
therefore, insist on pasteurized milk. Ton never 
know what Is handed out to yon at any place, 
especially when you must play one nlgbt stands 
and "tank" towns. They often "see you coming," 
and will hand you out almost anything. They do 
not fear prosecution because they figure they may 
never see you again, and human nature you 
know. Is often peculiar. 

The water in larger cities Is made germ-freo by 
a process known as chlorlnatlon. Chlorinated 
Hme Is most frequently used for that purpose. 
Chlorlnatlon Is a slmplo process, and anyone can 
sterilize water perfectly by this method. 

Boiling Is another simple method of ridding 
water of typhoid germs. Boiling kills the germs 
most effectively. However, boiling drives off the 
gas from the water and makes It tasteless. It is 
an established fact that the water must not neces- 



?erms. They are dead long before the water bolls, 
me hundred and fifty degrees for thirty minutes 
surely detroys them. Bulled water may be flavored 
to eliminate the flat taste. 

Vegetables, fruits, oysters, etc.. eaten raw, are 
always a source of danger In communicating ty- 
phoid fever. Cooking effectively rlda these foods 
of typhoid germs. 

When you come in contact with a person afflicted 
with typhoid fever, always exercise special caution. 
Mash your hands, do not handle anything that 
may be contaminated with, discharges from the 
patient. While some people ndvlso isolation of tho 
patient, many do not adhere to rigorous enforce- 
ment of Isolation. 

Just as we protect ourselves from smallpox by 
vaccination, so are scientists endeavoring to im- 
munize our bodies against typhoid fever by -pre- 
ventative inoculation. A wonderful accompllsh.- 
ment to be sure, if carefully worked out. The 
future holds out great promise In that respect. 
Just think of It. There has been no typhoid fever 
in the United States Army for almost five years I 
In Western Europe these methods, worked out, 
were brought over to our countrv and applied in 
practice with the above remits. Almost miraculous, 
but true, nevertheless. "The soldiers In the mud 
and slime of the trenches of Western Europe," said 
an authority, "are freer from typhoid than are the 
millionaires who live on American boulevards." 
This Is due to the fact that "typhoid vaccination" 
Is practiced In Europe. 

The inoculation or "vaccination," if you please. 
Is not a painful procedure, and consists of three 
hypodermic Injections given at certain intervals. 
Tho material used Is a prepared vaccine manufac- 
tured by various houses who make a specialty of 
vaccines, in this country we have some highly re- 
liable laboratories who make up these vaccines for 
protective and curative use. Of coarse, where the 
disease is thoroughly established no such brilliant 
results may he expected.' 

Does a thusly vaccinated person remain Immune 
indefinitely? No. The consensus of opinion among 
observers seems to lean to tho belief that "typhoid 
vaccination" confers Immunity for a period of two 
or three yeara anyhow. 

At what practical deductions con we arrive, from 
the aforetald? We can bappilv conclude that we 
are reaching an era where we can bottle with 
typhoid more succesfully than was the case In the 
days gone by. when the mortality of tjphold was 
unusually high, especially during typhoid epidemics. 

I Ormly believe that every actor and actress 
■who travel a great deal, who mingle with people 
of whom they know little, who cannot choose their 
.foods and beverages but have to take what la 
handed to them, should be Immunized (vaccinated) 
acnlnst typhoid fever Just as they are vacclnnted 
against smallpox. This applies with especial for- 
titude to members of the outdoor amusement pro- 
fession, whose season blooms in the "typhold- 
Snonths," and who must pitch tents in places where 
the water supply and other products of main- 
tenance cannot pass muster without suspicion.

CHRONIC CONSTIPATION.

I know lc 
is not right, but I simply cannot get along with- 
out them. I am eating fattv substances and gra- 
vies, and would Hke to know what the diet and 
treatment of these cases should be. A few lines 
from you would be much appreciated, 
REPLY. 
Cathartics, as a general rule are bad. Seek 
cause of constipation and. eliminate It- Dietetic 
treatment is highly important. Avoid the follow- 
ing: Bleh gravies fried foods, strong condiments, 
pork, yeal, goose, liver, hard boiled eggs, salt meats, 
peas, pineapples, rice, farina, sago, puddings, 
sweets, pastry, pickles, cheese, spirituous liquors 
and milk. General rules — Use foods that leave a 
bulky residue to stlmuhite the intestines.

LEGAL ACTION TO GAIN POSSESSION 

OF PARAMOUNT. 

PUBLISHER ALLEGES HE HOLDS CONTRACT OF SALE FOR BIG FOB 
DISTRIBUTING CORPORATION-SUIT TO BE HEARD IN THE FALL. 



or at least modified. Inasmuch ft s it Is claimed to 
be unfair for the small exhibitor. 

Another subject that will be taken op 'will be 
the proposed new general organization to succeed 
the recently dissolved Board of Trade. This or- 
ganization would include manufacturers, exchange 
men, exhibitors and accessory makers. 



Frederick L. Collins, the active head of the Mc- 
Ctare newspaper and magazine syndicate, brought 
a legal action last week against several stockhold- 
ers of the Paramount Picture Corporation, the 
organization which distributes the productions of 
Famous Players, Lasky, Pallas and Moro.aco. 

Mr. Colilas alleges in the suit filed by ais at- 
torneys, that he holds a contract for the sale of 
the big film corporation to himself and associates 
lo the McClnre syndicate. This contract Collins 
aver* was entered Into by Ex-pres. Hodkinson, of 
Paramount, and six other stockholders severel 
•reeks ago. 

On the other hand the newJy elected president ot 
Paramount, Hiram Abrams, has Issued a state- 
ment through his attorneys, Bnshmore, Bisbee & 
Stem, of 61 Broadway, New York, denying that 
Hodkinson and his associates had the right to 
enter Into the above mentioned agreement of 'sale. 
Any suggestion of a merger with any other Aim 
corporation or Intrests was likewise denied by Mr. 
Abrams' legal representatives. 

The McClure syndicate has been dabbling !n pic- 
tures for over three years, having exploited "What 
Happened to Mary," one of the first serial successes. 
The syndicate has also promoted various other film 
enterprises, including the current Essanay serial, 
•■Hie Strange Case of Mary Page." 

In a statement issued to the press June 20. 
Frederick L. Collins gave the following version of 
the alleged contiact of sale: 

"At last there is something doing In the mo-r- 
ing picture merger situation. The Paramount Pic- 
tures Corporation, the big distributing organisa- 
tion that handles the product of the Famous Play- 
ers, Laaky, Morosco, Pallas and other companies, 
has been sold, or is about to be sold, to Frederick 
L. Collins, publisher of UeClur&a Magazine and 
The Ladies' World, who Is said to be acting for 
important financial and publishing interests. The 
purchase price involves several million dollars In 
cash and securities in a corporation to be formed 
by the buyer for the purpose of taking over the 
■Paramount and other .film companies. 

"This is. In a general way, the plan that has 
formerly been credited .to Benjamin B. Hampton, 
vice president of the American Tobacco Company. 
It can be stated definitely, however, that Mr. 
Hampton has nothing to do with, the present plana. 

"The purchase of Paramount stock is disclosed 
to a suit, instituted in the Supreme Coort, New 
York County, against certain stockholders in Hie 
Paramount Company, asking the court to enforce 



the specific performance of a contract of sale 
alleged to haye been signed by these parties hut 
now disputed by them. The action also involves 
injunction proceedings to prevent the sale of these 
blocks of stock to any one else pending the court's 
decision. 

"This suit, together with the sudden resignation 
of \v. W. Hodkinson, founder, and until Tuesday 
last president of the Paramount Company, is 
taken to indicate that Interests outside ot Para- 
mount are attempting to block the proposed sale. 
In this connection it Is Tecalled that the proposed 
merger of Triangle Interests with the Famous 
Players and Lnsky companies has been held op 
by the existence of twenty-five year contracts 
between the latter companies and the Paramount 
Corporation. The result Is awaited with much in- 
terest by moving picture men." 

The majority stockholders of tie Paramount, 
lead by Pres. Hiram Abrams, will file on answer to 
the Collins suit In July. The case will not come 
up for trial, however, until the Fail.

District Attorney Harry Lewis, of Brooklyn, 
took a flash at the Universal medico-morality 
"feature," "Where Are My Children," when It was 
shown in the baby carriage borough a couple of 
weeks ago, and decided the film would not do for 
Oi unsophisticated Brooklynltes.

GUY WEADICK. 

On our front cover this week appears the like- 
ness of Guy Weadick, the director general of the 
Stampede and Spirit of the West Celebration, 
which Is to be held at Sheepshead Bay Speedway, 
New York City, Aug. 5 to 12. 

Mr. Weadick Is a well known cowboy who has 
a host of friends In the amusement business. He 
has been Identified with all the leading shows of 
a Western nature as well as having appeared In 
vaudeville with his Western roping act, both In 
this country and in the most prominent music halls 
In Europe. 

The stampede was originated by Mr. Weadick as 
the World's Championship Frontier Contest, at Cal- 
gary, Can., in 1012, where the purses paid were 
$20,000 In gold. He next produced It at Winnipeg, 
Can., In 1013, both events meeting with big suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Weadick Is considered to be the highest 
authority In the. business of cowboys and their 
sports, and enjoys a larger personal acquaintance 
among the clan than any other Individual. His 
policy has always been "a square deal to alt," and 
for this reason he has the confidence of all in- 
terested In frontier sports. That Is why Fred Stone 
(of Montgomery and Stone) induced Weadick to 
produce the Stampede In New York this year, for 
cash purses which aggregate fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) In gold. 
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J. F. ZIMMERMAN SUES PARTNER. 

OTHER PROMINENT THEATRICAL REN INCLUDED IN ACTION. 



FARTNER5H1P OF MORE THAN THIRTY TEARS ENDED. 



Philadelphia. — The legal warfare between J. 
Fred Zimmerman and hla partner, Sam'l F. Nixon, 
broke oat afresh last week when bills In equity 
were filed la the Court of Common Fleas, No. 1, 
in the city of Philadelphia, against some of the 
leading; theatrical men of the country by J. Fred 
Zimmerman, who for more than a quarter of a 
century has been one of the leading figures In 
theatrical affairs In the country. The salts were 
instituted by Mr. Zimmerman to protect his rights 
as the minority stockholder, and involve the For- 
rest Theatre, in this city, and the Academy of 
Music, in Baltimore. 

In the suit relative to the Forrest Theatre, the 
Nixon A Zimmerman Theatre Co., the Broad Street 
Realty Co., Samuel F. Nirdlinger, otherwise known 
and trading as Samuel F. Nixon, Thomas M. Love, 
G. 11. B. 'Martin, Abraham U Erlanger, Marc 
Klaw, Alt Hayman and Daniel Frohman, admini- 
strators of the estate of the late Charles Frohman, 
and Alt Hayman are named as the defendants. 

In the suit involving the Academy of Music, in 
Baltimore, the Nixon A Zimmerman Academy of 
Music Co., Samuel F. Nirdlinger, otherwise known 
and trading as Samuel F. Nixon, Mark Klaw, 
Abraham L. Erlanger, Frank Nirdlinger, Thomas 
M. Love, George H. B. (Martin and the Maryland 
Academy of Music of Baltimore City, are named 
as the defendants. 

The actions supplement another suit in equity 
asking damages which was Instituted last Decem- 
ber against Mr. Nixon by Mr. Zimmerman. The 
legal battles mark the termination of one of the 
famous partnerships of the theatrical business, for 
the firm of Nixon A Zimmerman was, for years, 
one of the most powerful units of organized thea- 
tredom. It was broken some years ago, and since 
then the two partners have been engaged in numer- 
ous tilts, which finally landed the matter before 
the courts. 

The two actions that were filed last week are the 
direct outcome of the voting of Mr. Zimmerman out 
of oillce in the various companies involved by the 
stockholders at a meeting held on Jan. 10, 1916. 
A statement sent out from Mr. Zimmerman's 
office states that at that time Mr. Zimmerman was 
vice president and a director of the companies con- 
trolling the Broad Street Theatre, the Forrest 
Theatre, the Garriek Theatre, and the Academy 
of Music, in Baltimore. That his stock holdings in 
each of these Institutions range from twenty-five 
to thirty-three and one-third per cent. By virtue 
of a grouping of the majority stockholdings re- 
elections were held, and he was ousted as an officer 
in all of the companies. 

It is Mr. Zimmerman's contention that he has 
been denied his rights of an accounting, and that 
proper statements of his earnings as a stockholder 
have been denied him. The two suits were in- 
stituted in order to have the proper legal au- 
thorities compel a strict accounting of the affairs 
of the companies. Under the law a reply to the 
suit must be made by the defendants within thirty 

days. 

In the suit Involving the Forrest Theatre, Mr. 
Zimmerman, In his statement of claim, sets forth 
the realty company owning the theatre made a ten 
year lease dating from Sept 1, 1906. He avers 
that neither party to the lease gave the other the 
required notice to determine the lease at the ex- 
piration of the time, so that the rights of the 
lessee are therefore extended for a term of one 
year. The lease, he sets forth, Is of inestimable 
value, and that Samuel F. Nirdlinger, trading as 
Samoel F. Nixon, controls absolutely the Nixon & 
Zimmerman Theatre Co.. and Its board of directors 
and stockholders. 

He then continues to say that within the past 
six or eight months, Samuel F. Nixon, the princi- 
pal defendant, "maliciously contriving to injure 
and defraud the Nixon & Zimmerman Theatre Co. 
and its stockholders" conspired with the other*, 
named in the action, to surrender the lease of 1906 
and to execute a new lease beginning Sept. 1, 1916, 
at a higher rental than the. rental reserved under 
the lease of 1906. He charges that In the matter 
of the new lease the Nixon A Zimmerman Theatre 
Co., of which he owned one-third of the stock, "has 
been unlawfully Imposed upon through the con- 
trol Improperly exercised over the said board of 
directors by the said Samuel F. Nirdlinger and his 
associates, who have thereby used sold controlling 



power to further their unlawful conspiracy and 
combination to defraud the Nixon A Zimmerman 
Theatre Co. and Its stockholders." 

He adds that the intent is to eliminate the 
stockholders from any benefits under the lease be- 
ginning Sept 1, 1910, and "that this la done par- 
ticularly to Injure and prejudice his Tights as a 
minority stockholder." 

He sets forth that he endeavored to have the 
new lease set aside, and charges that the directors 
of the company have failed and refused to take any 
action to set it aside. Information, he declares, 
concerning the affairs of the company was also 
refused him. 

He therefore appeals to the court asking that 
each defendant in the action be required to answer 
all the Averments in the bill, and be enjoined 
"from doing any act in furtherance of the fraudu- 
lent conspiracy" to the prejudice of the Nixon A 
Zimmerman Theatre Co. and its stockholders. He 
also asks that the rights of the original holders of 
the lease to an extension or a renewal be estab- 
lished by an appropriate decree, and that the lease 
starting Sept 1, 1916, which he charges has been 
made, be canceled and set aside. 

Virtually the same recital is made In the case 
involving the Academy of Music, in Baltimore. It 
is stated that the original lease was converted 
Into a new lease without his knowledge or consent, 
and -that all efforts on his part to obtain redress 
for the wrongs which he charges in his bill of 
particulars were of no avail. 

He appeals to the court to make the necessary 
orders to protect the rights of the stockholders of 
the Nixon A Zimmerman Academy of Music Co., 
and that the rights of the company to possession 
of the property in Baltimore be established by • 
proper decree. 

He also specifically asks "that Samuel F. Nird- 
linger, Marc Klaw and Abraham L. Erlanger, be 
ordered to account for and transfer to the Nixon 
A Zimmerman Academy of Music Co. all rights by 
them acquired or attempted to be acquired' In and 
about the possession of the Academy of Music, at 
Baltimore, under lease beginning Sept 1, 1916, and 
that pending such accounting and transfer they, 
and each of them, be restrained from selling, as- 
signing or pledging or otherwise disposing of their 
Interests In the said lease, or their interests in the 
■aid Academy of Music, at Baltimore."

KLEIN ESTATE APPRAISED. 

Deputy State Comptroller Boardman has Issued 
hie report concerning the estate of the late Charles 
Klein to the transfer tax office of the Surrogate's 
Court. 

The net estate is valued at $157,668. 

Mr. Klein left to his wife, t.jih.w, the residuary 
of his estate, $101,668 ; to bis son, Philip, <30,000 ; 
to his son John Victor, a trust fund of $20,000. 

The estate consisted of a $100,000 policy In the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, a note of $15,000 
made by Archibald Selwyn, dated Dec. 81, ion, 
and secured by property in Norwalk, Conn. ; bank 
deposits of $9,074, and various claims for royalties. 

Mr. Klein owned no real estate or bonds of 
market value. Mrs. Klein and his son Philip are 
executors. Among the debts against the estate was 
a bill for $3,500 of Lee Shubert for services ren- 
dered In the inheritance tax proceedings. 

A claim of $100,000 against Mr. Klein's estate 
for a breach of contract alleged to have been made 
during the year 1898 between Mr. Klein and Alfred 
Klein was rejected. Action in this matter is pend- 
ing in the Supremo Court, It is said. 

John S. Bnmsey appraised the value of the plays 
which Mr. Klein wrote or In which he collaborated. 
The worth of "Potash * Perlmutter," which Mr. 
Klein dramatised from stories by Montague Glass, 
was fixed at $20,000. No value Is set on "Tho 
Music Master." Mr. Rumsey wrote: 

"Under the agreement or March 12 1903. be- 
tween David Belasco and decedent, the latter was to 
receive six per cent of weekly gross box office re- 
ceipts up to $5,000, and one per cent, thereafter, 
and under supplemental agreement Mr. Belasco was 
given foil control of the play. It has always been 
Mr. Belasco's policy is the past to keep this play 
in reserve for David Warfleld. While Mr. Warfield 
lives there Is little likelihood of the play ever 
being produced by any other, else in stock or 
motion pictures. It Is a question If Mr. Warfield 
will ever appear in the play again. For these 
reasons It Is doubtful whether anybody will pay 
any reasonable price for the decedent's Interest 
In the play." 

On Mr. Klein's other plays, however successful 
for the moment, Mr. Rumsey set little value. 

A valuation of $14,000 was placed on plays sold 
for motion picture production : "The Step Sister," 
"Willie," "Great Wall Street Mystery," "The Com- 
mon Law Wife," "Crown Prince," "A Morganatic 
Marriage," "Washington Play" and "The Orange

NEW THEATRE TAX. 



BILL INCREASES ASSESS MENT ON ALL AMUSEMENT PUCES. 

CBCU5ES TO FAT $100. 



Washington, July 1.— The new revenue bill, 
fathered by Chairman Kltehln, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, seems to have made a special 
point of Increasing the taxation on all kinds of 
amusements, revising the emergency revenue bill 
of Oct. 22, 1914. 

The new measure proposes that theatres, mu- 
seums or concert halls located In cities or towns 
having more than 1,000 population shall be taxed. 
The bill reads as follows: 

"Proprietors of theatres, museums or concert 
halls, where a charge for admission Is made, lo- 
cated In a city, town or village with a population 
not exceeding one thousand, according to the last 
census of the United States, shall pay $10 ; located 
in a city, town or village having a population in 
excess of one thousand, but not in excess of two 
thousand, shall pay $15 ; located in a city, town 
or village having a population in excess of two 
thousand, and not In excess of three thousand, 
shall pay $20; located in a city, town or village 
having a population in excess of three thousand, 
shall pay one-half of one per centum of their gross 
receipts from admission. 

"Every edifice used for tho purpose of dramatic 
or operatic or other representations, piny or per- 
formances, for admission to which, entrance money 
Is received, not including halls or armories rented 
or used occasionally for concerts or theatrical 
representations, shall be regarded as a theatre. 

"Every proprietor of such theatre, museum or 
concert hall, located In a city, town or village, 
having a population In excess of 3,000 Inhabitants, 
shall on or before the fifteenth day of March, nine- 
teen hundred and seventeen, and on or before the 
fifteenth day of June, September, December and 



March thereafter, make a return under oath to the 
collector of Internal revenue of the district where- 
in they are located, stating the gross receipts from 
admissions for the preceding quarter. The col- 
lector shall, within five days of receipt of the re- 
turn, notify the proprietor of the amount of the 
tax for which such person Is liable, and such per- 
son shall pay the tax to the collector on or before 
the first day of the next month. 

"The proprietor or proprietors of circuses shall 
pay $100. Every building space, tent, or area 
where feats of horsemanship or acrobatic sports 
or theatrical performances not otherwise provided 
for in this section are exhibited shall be regarded 
as a circus, provided that no special tax, paid In 
one State, territory or the District of Columbia 
bhall exempt exhibitions from tax In another State, 
territory or the District of Columbia, and but one 
special tax shall be imposed for exhibitions within 
any one State, territory or district. 

"Proprietors or agents of all other public exhi- 
bitions or shows for money not enumerated in this 
section shall pay $10, provided that a special tax 
paid In one. State, territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia shall not exempt exhibitions from the tax 
and In another State, territory or the District of 
Columbia, and but one special tax shall be required 
for exhibitions within any one State, territory or 
the District of Columbia. Provided further, that 
this paragraph shall not apply to cbautauquas, lec- 
ture lyceums, agricultural or Industrial fairs, or 
exhibitions held under the aupices of religious or 
charitable associations, 

"Provided, further, that no aggregation or enter- 
tainment, known as a street fair, shall pay a larger 
tax than $100 in any State, territory or in the 
District of Columbia.

The European Circus closed a two weeks' series 
ot entertainments at Philadelphia on June 13, dur- 
ing which time the attendance at both afternoon 
and evening performances was very large, from 
si, 800 to $2,000 each day being taken. 

-French's Circus is In Illinois, and in spite of bad 
weather, the business Is said to be good. The out- 
side pageant la pronounced one ofthe most gor- 
geous ever witnessed in that country, and the In- 
side of the show is excellent. The show goes into 
Missouri during the latter part of June. 

Yankee Rttouison'a Circus exhibited at Nevada, 
Mo., on June 12. After the show that night the 
baggage and cages left for Marshall, whl'e the 
performers and canvas took the railroad. The 
cages and "props" did not reach the town until 
Sunday evening. June 14, but a performance was 
given on June 13, without wardrobe or "props." 
All bad to perform In citizen's di'ess. Melville 
rode in In his underclothes and bare feet, while 
the rest went In in their stocking feet. 

Chlarlni's Circus gave its initial performance on 
Jackson Street, San Francisco, Cal., on May 2C. 
The tent is said to hold three thousand people, 
and though filled to Its utmost capacity, hundreds 
were disappointed in obtaining entrance. The 
crush at the door was so great that It took the 
united efforts of six policemen and the force of the 
doorkeepers to prevent the place being taken by 
storm. As it "was, several persons were carried 
off their feet, and two or three women were thrown 
to the ground. The horsemanship was pronounced 
the finest ever seen in that city. Duverney con- 
tortionist, and Koss, Carlo and James Cook, 
clowns, are in that company. 

De Mott & Ward's United Circus and Menagerie 
spread canvas at Washington, l>. C, on June 23, 
and remained three days. Our correspondent. 
"Novice," says : "I attended on the afternoon of 
the first day. There was quite a crowd present 
considering the state of the thermometer, and the 
performance was really good in every respect. 
The performing bears were Introduced immediately 
after the entree and created considerable merri- 
ment. The acting dogs, four In number, then ap- 
peared in a variety of the usual feats, and were 
followed by Theodore Tournlaire, In an equestrian 
act. Mr. Tournlaire, as well as James De Mott 
and the female riders, dispensed entirely with tbe 
use of pads or saddles, and It seemed somewhat 
of a novelty to sit through a ring performance and 
witness every act of horsemanship executed in 
bareback style The Wambold Brothers (genuine 
brothers In this Instance) next appeared with the 
magic hats, after which Professor Thompson in- 
troduced the sacred bull, 'Don Juan.' James W. 
Ward gave a thrilling performance on the cloud 
swing, previous to an equestrian act (without 
saddle), by Mrs. Josephine Tournlaire. Harry 
Wambold and Master James then performed on 
the horizontal bar, James Myers assisting -with his 
runnylsms. James De Mott gave a finished and 



beautiful specimen of bareback Hiding, and was 
followed fcy George Wambold in a contortion act 
The introduction of the leaping buffalo, the per- 
formance of Mr. Burns of the wild animals, con- 
sisting of two young and ferocious looking lluus 
and a spotted leopard, and the antics of the mules, 
closed the entertainment While the company was 
en route to this city from Laurel, Md. (where the 
show made a stand on June 22), the band wagon 
was overturned and the driver and one of the 
horses received Berlous injury.". 

The present tenting season has so for been tha 
most disastrous to managers ever before experi- 
enced. The rainy season set In just about the time 
the boys were getting on tbe road, and for several 
weeks there was scarcely a day that was not either 
too disagreeably cold for a canvas show, or that 
rain did not foil. Several days of rain make the 
Mghways In very bad condition, cutting up anil 
washing away the roads so that they are impassa- 
ble, or else so t>ad to get over that many a concern 
Is delayed In reaching the town, thereby losing a 
day's stand Bad roads wear out stock, and many 
a horse has to be left behind to recruit, and the 
baggage men. who arc kept on tbe road all night in 
orer to reach the town by break of day with polo 
wagon and canvas van. have a hard life to lead. 
In fact, there is no class of men In or out of tbe 
Show business that are greater slaves than tbeso 
some baggage men. Thero Is very little. If any, 
change In their dally vocations. As soon as the 
night show Is over — which is about ten o'clock — 
the canvas men, who are also drivers of the lug- 
gage vans, commence tearing down the canvas, roll- 
ing it up and packing It away in the wagnn, tailnc 
the seat planks and uprights, which are also sacked 
in a wagon. Then the stakes, props, etc., are 
packed away. 

This is all done by tbe aid of torch balls, con- 
sisting of balls of cotton warp previously touked 
In alcohol and placed upon the point of an Iron 
about six feet long and standing in tho ground. 
Half a dozen of these balls tight up the entire lot. 
and the smallest object used by a circus can be 
seen. Everything being In readiness for an early 
fctart, the men lay down, some In their beds at the 
hotel, while others 'Who are too tired to walk so 
far lie down in tbe canvas wagon, or, spreading 
some straw on tho lot, lay off there. If tho next 
stand le a long drive the "watchman goe- bis 
rounds, calling the men Bit two o'clock ar.d break- 
fast is served at once. Then comes bitching up 
and tbe start for a twenty or thirty miles drive 
over a road and through a country perhaps they 
were never over before. No matter now hard ft 
may ram, on they must go. Sometimes In the 
darkness of the night they miss their 'way and get 
on the wrong road, and discover It after going 
from two to three miles. They arrive In town 
about seven or eight o'clock, and immediately drive 
to the lot. where the wagons arc left, the horses 
unhitched and taken to the stables by tbe hostlers, 
who are also drivers. Ground Is at once broken 
by the canvasmen, the ring made, the centre polo 
raised, and the canvas Is up. After this comes tbaj 
placing of the uprights and laying of planks for 
seats A few other things and the men are ready 
for the afternoon show, commencing at two o'clock. 
During the show these men lay down on the 
grass In close proximity to tbe canvas, and half 
sleeping and half waking, enjoy a little rest, at 
the same time keeping an eye on all urchins who 
are disposed to steal a march on the doorkeeper by 
crawling; under the canvas. A. little more sleep In 
the early part of tbe evening and then commences 
the tearing down process. Generally Sunday is 
the only day that they get a good square resting 
spelt, but there are several Sundays In the season 
when the roads are bad or the next stand a long 
drive off, that they are compelled to start about 
nine o'clock in the morning and drive until late In 
tbe afternoon. For all this labor they receive 
about $20 a month bealdo their board. Surely tbe 
life of a circus man who does tbe outside business 
Is not an enviable one. Yet the supply la greater 
than the demand. Tbe country boy who is doing 
well on the farm sees the outside glittering charm 
of a circus and will not rest until he leaves home 
and becomes a hostler or a canvasman. To all 
such we say stay at home, till the land, go a shoe- 
making — do anything but travel with a circus in 
such a capacity. 

We now propose giving a brief resume of th* 
season up to the present time, showing with wbnt 
success the different organizations have met since 
they commenced the campaign. II. B. Lent's New 
York Circus, the most completely fitted out concern 
on the road, started from this city on April 27. 
giving its first show at Stamford, Conn. It con- 
tinued on Its route through Connecticut, Rhode Is!- 
vnd and Massachusetts, exhibiting at Boston all the 
week commencng June I, on the Fair Grounds. The 
company then took the Eastern road, showing In 
the principal towns through New Hampshire and 
Maine; at Portland, on Its way down, and asaln 
on its return trip. Tbe concern is now working its 
way into Vermont, where It will remain about one 
month, traveling the Green Mountains. Tbe com- 
pany will then return to this city, by way of the 
Erie and Central railroads, stopping at the princi- 
pal towns, several of -which thev visited last sea- 
son and reopen at the Hlppotbea'tro on Fourteenth 
Street, on or about Sept. 21. This concern is said 
to have taken more money and given the best 
satisfaction of any on the road. 

Bryan's Menagerie started from Philadelphia 
and made a tour in Pennsylvania and New York — 
In tbe last naned State It will probablv confine 
Itself during the season. When they first started 
tilings they had Cooper Hermnlnga & Whitby for 
opposition : afterwards De Mott & Ward's con- 
cern, and latterly the Dan Rice Show: but. being 
worked ahead by experienced and competent men, 
Bryan has done tbe next best business of any 
show, and beaten all opposition. We understand 
that Tho European show intends going into com- 
petition with the Bryan concern shortly, which 
will only reralt In all hands working a little 
harder.

SUMHER PICTURES ASSUME MAJOR FROPORTIONS—BIG FEATURES NOW 

SEEM ORDINARY.

"Sbi mills, of the gods grind slowly" — but tbe 
moving picture god* have been working so steadily 
and persistently, grinding the 'drama to bits, in 
ways that suit their own purposes to such an 
extent that one wonders If tbe end of Summer 
will Snd local theatres o'crrnn with feature pic- 
tures, as at present, or If regular bookings .of dra- 
matic features will oust them, as heretofore, and 
use the stage for other purposes than a post-cinema 
storeroom. 

Let the staunch adherents of tbe legit argue till 
they're .blue in the face that there is nothing 
extraordinary about the influx of pictures for tbe 
Summer, .the fact remains that tbe present im- 
portation is more than a time killer for hot weather 
diversion, ; There Is nothing new about Summer 
pictures.- In past years they have heen used to 
bridge the interval between end and beginning of 
dramatic seasons. 

Hut the big point is that the present invaders 
are not "Summer pictures." When Ince and fellows 
in Ilia class bring forth million dollar, productions, 
with especially written music by men who have 
been termed wizards of musical comedy, it looks 
as though the favorite fields of both drama and 
musical comedy have been taken outright, so that 
there Is a prospect of these forms of amusement 
never regaining their lost ground. After all. It 
is money that the authors and composers are after 
— and if they find it In moving pictures, who will 
he left" to provide the regular attractions ? 

It must have cost a mint of money' — present or 
prospective — to get Victor Herbert's consent to 
write tbe music' for "Tbe Fall of a Nation" — but 
tbe big point is that be wrote It — and that Her- 
bert's 'musical comedies nave mot been precisely 
what would be termed money makers within Tecent 
years. Perhaps the "dean of musical comedy" will 
find reason for confining his efforts to the silent 
game. 

Cohan's Grand now has Ince's "Civilization," 
produced on a scale that makes previous cinema 
attempts seem purile. True,- a gleam of sunlight 
Is found In the fact that tbe same lobby display- 
ing "Civilisation's" strong points plctorially. also 
bears pictures from "Cohan's Review," announcing 
tbat tbe attraction will open Aug. 30. But there 
is reason to believe that Ince's production in the 
inanimate may prove too strong a solution to be 
brushed from the theatre by tbat date— that the 
feature may attract such throngs that George M. 
Cohan will And it more profitable to send his 
"Review" to another cty— or put it In cold storage 
for a while. - Even if Cohan persists m keeping the 
announced bookings, . there is every reason to 
believe that '^Civilization" will readily find another 
Loop theatre, if it proves the bread 'winner ad- 
vance Indications point to— and if it does, some 
other legitimate house will find itself dedicated to 
movie Interests. 

"Tbe Fall of a Nation'* Is at the Illinois— tbe 
same Illinois where Montgomery and Stone had 
their recent triumphal run. 

When the Colonial took to legit with "Treasure 
Island" it was thought tbat one old line house was 
able to "come back," but the run only lasted three 
weeks (with tbe moving picture bouse manager 
retained in charge— an indication that the change 
was only temporary or experimental), and .the 
house dived back to pictures so quickly that no- 
body knew they had ever gone away. A humorous 
element of the situation Is found in the /act tbat 
tbe management advertised "Treasure Island" as 
"not a moving picture." Perhaps the show would 
have fared better'lf the public bad been deceivi* 
into believing it was. Things are earning to a 
point where people seem more anxious to pay two 
dollars for a picture than for any other kind of a 
play. 

It must not be overlooked that the Auditorium, 
Chicago's mammoth home of grand opera, also has 
gone over to the pictures, housing "Ramona," a 
big scaled entertainment at big scale prices. There 
Is something Incongruous about the idea of people 
Qlllng a theatre for viewing a film, when an opera 
season, opened after forty weeks of preparation, 
kivarlably falls to make expenses. 



' Perhaps producers of the legitimate may find 
solace in the thought that things will readjust' 
themselves in the Fall, when the regular season 1 
reopens. But, if pictures continue to make money, 
while other attractions fall, it is not a far fetched 
contingency to anticipate that the regular season 
may never reopen. 

■ Pictures could be looked upon as a fill-in for 
warm weather were it not for the fact that a fiU-ln, 
staged at incredulous cost, "with a chorus of fifty- 
people," and with especially written -music by- 
standard composers, looks more like a permanent 
institution bound to sweep everything before it 
than a mere makeshift to fill in the lull.

GETTING SCARCER. 

The "rapid fire hit" Is getting to be scarcer -In 
Chicago each passing season. Things seem to be 
reverting to the way , conditions were before the 
mad rush for hit making in a hurry . seized upon 
the publishers. But there is one big difference. 
Counters still refuse' to accept numbers that are 
not in demand, though the problem, of creating 
demand grows greater daily. Some publishers 
think, they' are making a step in advance when 
they skimp upon expenditures they used to con- 
slder absolutely necessary — like advertising. They 
wake. up to wonder why they have been put out 
of . business while other publishers keep up the 
merry pace. Others think it a good stunt to in- 
crease.' the usual avenues of advertising expendi- 
ture '.and embrace many indifferent mediums, re- 
sorting .to . types' of. papers that 'have nothing In 
common with the publishing world. . This is all 
very well,' as long as the bankroll holds out- Some 
Who have used a theatrical weekly . to good ad- 
vantage,', add others to the list, not seeming to 
realize 'that the moment their ad. is placed, they 
are opening the way -for double' payment for the 
same -service, without getting - commensurate re- 
sults. ' While nil these evolutions are going forward 
permltlng- Mr. . Publisher to learn his lesson at 
great-- cost, the plunging wiseacres are moving 
along without hits, few realizing that it is their 
own- , indiscretions which bring about unpleasant 
conditions.! ' . . ■ "

song writers, most of .the boys getting a .pretty 
good living ont of lyrics ami melodies. Today, the 
Chicago soag. -writer la a. very rare btrdi McKln- 
Jcy. and -Ttcmlck. have a few staff writers in their 
Chicago: offices', while one of the' colored boys sells 
Will Rossjter s song occasionally, but the Chicago 
song writer, as a separate entity/ has disappeared.

Rlverview'a "Last Days of Pompeii," offered 
simultaneously with the Fourth of July, proved a 
meritorious attraction, going the pictures one bet- 
ter In that it combined thrill with actual Illu- 
mination.

FECTED—WILL AWARD FIFTY CONSECUTIVE WEEKS-NEW SOUSES 
FIGURE. 



DETAILS THAT REMAIN UNSETTLED.

Chicago, July 2. 
Because a few. influential owners of profitable, 
popular-priced vaudeville theatres found In amalga- 
mation the solution to the problem occasioned by 
incomplete booking arrangements, a deal was con- 
summated in Chicago last week (after finding its 
inception at various other points) that means one 
of the best propositions for consecutive work ever 
offered vaudeville performers— and also means the 
elimination of formerly all-powerful. Independent 
bonking managers. 

FACTS ON THE SURFACE. 

When Walter Keefe (In the Interest ot Marcus' 
Loew-Jonea, Llnlck & Scbaefer) came to Chicago 
last week and entered into long confabs with J. C. 
Matthews, booking manager of the Pantages Cir- 
cuit, and Aaron Jones, the wildest sort of rumors 
began to circulate as to the outcome ; some reports 
stating that Walter Keefe, personally, had pur- 
chased the Pantages Circuit, others hinting at even 
more ridiculous surmises. But the Teal prelude 
to the big deal lay in Aaron Jones' quiet visit to 
New York about two weeks ago, when, according 
to the Western Iconoclast's own story, "the detail's 
«r— e entered Into that mean theatre owners wilt 
control the circuits brought into being by their 
houses, instead of individual booking managers." 

The report In last week's Clipper, detailing that 
Walter Keefe would take charge of Pantages' 
affairs in the East, expressed the net result of the 
various conferences. In reality Keefe will super- 
vise the booking Interests represented by the 
amalgamation of the Pantages theatres (In the 
Far West), the Marcus Loew theatres (In the 
East), the Miles theatres (likewise in the East), 
the Jones, Llnlck & Schaefer theatres (in the Mid- 
West), and the Saxe Milwaukee houses. 

BEHIND THE SCENES. 

But there is more to the move than the mere 
recitation of facts implies. Many men who were 
formerly great In their positions as independent 
booking managers will be relocated to back seats. 
Even the offices of some of these "little giants" 
will be taken away from them. The amalgamation 
was the big thing in the oy es of the theatre owners, 
and the comfort of the men who have been con- 
ducting their booking interests is a matter ot 
secondary Importance. In cities where several of 
the Joined circuits maintained separate offices, the 
most useful (not ornamental) office will be re- 
tained, and the booking managers who formerly 
occupied elaborate suites will accommodate them- 
selves as best they can in the meeting ground 
chosen by the theatre owners. Perhaps their new 
environment, under the new circumstances, will 
■how some of them to be far less necessary than 
the owners previously believed, in which case they 
will be quietly dropped from pay rolls wherever 
contract conditions do not conflict 

Aaron Jones deems the Pantages office in Chicago 
more serviceable than the Loew headquarters, 
and in consequence, Frank Q. Doyle will sit at a 
desk in the headquarters lorded over by X C. 
Matthews (only seven floors above In the same 
building, the North American Building). The 
Marcus Loew New York office, with Walter Keefe 
In charge, win be the vantage point for the dic- 
tation of Eastern Interests, and the booking agents 
representing the other circuits of the alliance hi 
the East will quietly move to the new rendezvous. 
In some cities the exact details of headquarters 
have not been decided upon. 

Insofar as Chicago is concerned, Alexander Pan- 
tages is due here. by the middle of July, and his 
conference with Aaron Jones will decide Ehe fate 
of more than one faithful employee heretofore con. 
sldered invaluable. 

WHAT IT MEANS TO ACTORS. 
The new arrangement should prove a boon to 
performers, especially the kind who played popu- 
lar priced houses and never managed to secure 
consecutive bookings, because of the divided In- 
terests. With Pantages' new houses at Minneapolis 
and Kansas City rapidly approaching completion. 
It Is estimated by the men behind the movement 
that fifty weeks' consecutive bookings, minus only 



eleven days (practically a year's solid hooking) 
will be the plum offered by the owners. 

With the power to present such a proposition 
behind them, the amalgamated owners will be in 
a position to get acts that, heretofore, looked 
upon the various small time circuits In a manner 
akin to contempt. In a sense, the move means the 
elimination of email time, In the accepted defini- 
tion of the term, for no time offering a year's 
consecutive booking in first class houses can be 
termed small, even the number of shows per day 
taking a secondary place in the performer's esti- 
mation, when the solidity of the booking Is 
realized. * 

TRY TO HIDE FACTS. 

The new arrangement proved a bombshell to the 
booking managers. While several of them knew 
that affairs were not In the best possible shape for 
the small circuits represented, few ever dreamed 
that the owners would take matters into their own 
hands. Confronted by actual conditions, most of 
them will be glad to continue some sort of con- 
nection with the force they represented, because 
they have been separated from the general "free 
lance game" too long to make any money at It in 
these days when competition is extremely keen. 
Some see the handwriting on the wall and know 
that their elimination Is only a matter of time, aa 
there will be no need of many capable executives 
In one office when the new arrangement goes into 
effect 

JONES IS JUBILANT. 

"It's the best thing that could have happened." 
he said decisively. "Please don't compare the 
movement with what hooking bodies have done, 
for It originated with owners, not booking man- 
agers. When Pantages comes to town in a couple 
of weeks, some of the lesser details will be settled, 
but that only appertains to local office arrange- 
ments. The reappoint is that we, the owners, will 
be In & position to give fifty weeks of booking, less 
eleven days with no strings tied to the proposition 
that emanate from agents' brains. It's a case of 
theatre owners keeping their trust with patrons 
and performers, both. Booking managers will be 
retained wheTever feasable, hot the owners will 
own their houses and all that appertains thereto." 



"CIVILIZATION" IN CHICAGO. 

Thos. H. Ince brought "Civilization," his cinema 
spectacle abont which many pleasant things have 
been said in the East, to Chicago last night, plant- 
ing it in George M. Cohan's Grand Opera House. 

So much has been said about the "revolution- 
izing" aspect of this monster production of the 
screen, that to retract one iota from the credit 
<tne its producer would seem like flaunting defiance 
at the 'country's foremost critics. 

When. "Civilization" reached the end of the last 
reel loud calls for Ince, asking htm to make a 
speech, came from those present The great pro- 
ducer, who could urge others to enter all sorts of 
scenes Involving personal danger, was plainly em- 
barrassed and stricken with' a mild form of stage 
fright as be appeared. His speech was very brief 
and formal, simply consisting in expression of ap- 
preciation: for the audience's reception of the 
spectaefc. 



THEATRES TABOOED. 

Chicago's Catholic population was handed a big 
Jolt last week, when Archbishop Mundeleln com- 
manded priests not to visit theatres. The com- 
mand Included not only legitimate theatres, but 
also applied to moving picture shows. The Arch- 
bishop even placed theatricals run in the interest 
of charity under partial ban. He also included 
An n ring in the mandate, permitting dances run 
under the auspices of certain church societies, but 
prohibiting social affairs run by members of the 
church. This order obviates the old press agency 
stunt of securing religious sanction of moral plays, 
In so far as the Catholic Church Is concerned, and 
effects music publishers in that catholics have been 
the most ardent supporters of dances, which stand 
as one of the few remaining methods of popular- 
izing songs. -■ ■ "

In the second run of "The Black 
Crook." Then he went to the National Theatre, 
Washington, to ploy leads end manage the ntagc 

la 1876 he went to Australia and took a Ore 
year lease of the Princess Theatre, Melbourne. Ha 
returned to New York In 1888, bat then went to 
England He then jumped to California, where 
he remained for four years. 

Upon the death of Frank Mayo he assumed hla 
role of Pudorhhead Wilson. 

Mr. Hamilton was one of the leading veteran 
actors of the American stage. He was bom Oct. ' 
SI, 1838. His remains were taken to Baltimore.

SIGNS OF CANCER. 



Since the mortality from cancer is on the in- 
crease and the tendency to a broader understand- 
ing of the subject matter by the laity at lance la 
so manifest on all sides, too much space cannot 
possibly be allowed to a dlscnaslon or every pos- 
sible phase bearing on the question. And, after 
all. it Is principally by educating the public that 
the greatest amount of rood will ensue In lower- 
ing the mortality from this dreaded affection. 

Frederick L. 'Hoffman contributed an extensive 
treatise on "Mortality from Cancer Throughout 
the World" which Is quite interesting; reading for 
those who are interested In the subject. In that 
contribution the author reproduces a notice in re- 
gard to cancer issued by the Health Department 
of Portsmouth. England. It follows: 

1. — Cancer in its early stage "Ives rise to no 
pain or symptom of SI health whatever. (At the 
time when shooting pains manifest themselves in 
a cancer the disease Is moderately advanced). 

2. — Nevertheless. In its commonest situations, 
the signs of it in its early stages are conspicuous- 
ly manifest, to witness: 

3. — la case of any swelling occurring 'n the 
breast of a woman after forty years of age, a 
medical man should at once be consulted. A large 
proportion of such swelling is cancer. 

4.^-Any bleeding, however trivial, occurring after 
the change of life, means almost Invariably cancer, 
snd cancer which Is then curable. If neglected 
until pain occurs, it meana cancer which is almost 
always Incurable. 

5. — Anv irregular bleedtoc; occurring at the 
change of life should Invariably be submitted to a 
doctor's Investigation. It Is not the natural method 
at the onset of the change of life, and In a large 
number of cases means commencing cancer. 

6, — Any wart or sore occurring spontaneusly on 
the lower lip of a man over forty-five years of 
sge is almost certainly cancer. If removed at once, 
cure is certain. If neglected, the result is Invaria- 
bly fatal. 

7. — Any sore or swelling occurring on the tongue 
er Inside of the month in a man, over forty-five 
yc-ars of sge should be submitted to invf: isratltm 
without a moment's delay, and the decision arrived 
at. whether or not it is cancer. A very targe pro. 

?r.rtion of such sores and swellings occurring at this 
Ime of life are cancer, and if neglected for only a 
fow weeks the result is almost Invariably fatal. 
If removed at once the prospect of care is rood. 

S.— Any bleeding occurring from the bowel, after 
forty-five years of age, commonly snspected by the 
Dublioato be piles, should be submitted to investiga- 
tion at once. A large proportion of such cases is 
cancer, which ot this stage is perfectly curable. 
0. — When warts; moles, or other growths on 

the ekln are exposed to constant Irritation they 
sfennld be immediately removed. A large number 
of them, if neglected, terminate In cancer. 

10. — Avoid irritations of the tongue and cheeks 
by broken, jagged teeth and of lower Up by clay- 
pipes. Many of these Irritations, It xKgrkted. ter- 
minate in cancer. 



11. — Although there Is no evidence that cancer Is 
communicated under ordinary circumstance*. It is 
desirable that rooms occupied by persons differing 
from cancer should be cleaned and disinfected 
from time to time. 

Information such as this, highly valuable and 
often life saving, is given to the public, at least 
in this country, only very occasionally and at 
Infrequent intervals. Ask the average lay person 
what he knows of cancer and he will snake his 
head and teli yon that he does not care to know 
anything about it: which, of course, is wrong — 
dead wrong (to use the parlance of the day). 
Many of such individuals regret only too often 
that they "did not care to know." They wish they 
had cared — in time. In enlightened countries the 
public is educated on such matters. It is a na- 
tional problem with them. The result Is that hi 
soch countries mortality is far less marked than 
it is in our own. Perhaps we are too engrorsed 
in other matters and permit questions of health 
and sanitation to slip past unnoticed. It Is not 
at all necessary to be a doctor to one's self. If 
yon see that the radiator of yonr motor car la 
steaming, yon know that the cooling of yonr en- 
gine is Imperfect: that water is called for to fix 
things up. Ton at once p ro c ee d to remove the 
radiator cap and replenish the water supply. Ton 
don't drive youT car any distance until yon have 
done so. Why? Because you know that you may 
do Irreparable damage to yonr engine by running 
It without water. A tyro in motoring knows that. 
Yet, if yoa ask ninety per cent, of motorists to 
give yon a description of how the water circulates 
in the radiator, how it abstracts heat from the 
cylinders, and how Its cooling proclivities are en- 
gendered, he. I venture to opine, will tell you "I 
don't know how the thing works, but I know when 
trouble Is in stock." The same should be true of 
the ability of the average man and woman to 
recognise danger signals, without going Into de- 
tail as to the mode of abnormal cdl-prollferatlon 
In cancerous transformations, its pathology, etc 

According to Eocene R Kelly, of the Massacnu- 
setts Boardof Health, if we keep In mind the follow. 
lng points and live up to their significance and ful- 
filment, the mortality from cancer can be cut 
thirty-three per cent 1 The points follow : 

1.— Early cancer is curable. 
- 2.— Pan is a late symptom. 

8. — Any Irritation In tie body is Worthy of in- 
vestigation. 

4. — Any lamp in the breast and any discharge 
from the pelvic organs after the menopause change 
of life. 

5. — Any external sore, especially on the lip, 
abouM be examined. 

6. — Delayed surgery, not surgery, is the risk. 

Since there is so little done in that respect. In 
educating the public on these matters. I feel trappy 
to at least be able to impart tbls important in- 
formation through the columns of this publication. 
It onty some are benefited I am well repaid for 
my efforts.

1.— The most constant symptom of migraine is 
headache, either with or without nausea and 
vomiting. 

2. — The characteristic symptom ot migraine Is 
periodicity. 

3. — The only known cause is eye-strain. 

4. — The sole cure for migraine is correct glasses. 

5. — Good distant Tlaisn and ability to read with 
"comfort" does not exclude eyestrain. 

C— In many of the worst cases, weak lenses only 
are required, but these must be of the most right 
kind. 

7. — The ages of the patients ran from four to 
fifty-two years. 

8.— The seriousness and frequency of the attacks 
Increase with age. 

P.— Failure of glasses to core migraine Is afanost 
certain to be due to faulty refraction work. 

Here yon have It all in a nutshell. Draw your 
own conclusions. I hope refractive error is at the 
root of your trouble. Have your eyes examined 
and proper lenses fitted, and I hope yoa will be 

alt right.

SIGNS OF CANCER. 



Since the mortality from cancer Is on the In- 
crease and the tendency -to a broader understand- 
ing of the subject matter by the laltv at large la 
so manifest on all sides, too much space cannot 
possibly be allowed to a discussion of every pos- 
sible phase bearing; on tbe question. And, after 
; ll. It Is principally by educating; tbe public tbat 
tbe greatest amount of rood will ensue In lower- 
ing tbe mortality from this dreaded affection. 

Frederick L. 'Hoffman contributed an extensive 
treatise on "Mortality from Cancer Throughout 
tbe World" which is quite interesting reading for 
those who are Interested in the subject. In that 
contribution the author reproduces a notice in re- 
paid to cancer Issued by the Health Department 
of Portsmouth. England. It follows : . 

1. — (Cancer In its early stage "Ives rise to no 

?aln or symptom of 01 health whatever. (At the 
Ime when snooting pains manifest themselves In 
a cancer the disease Is moderately advanced). 

2. — Nevertheless. In Its commonest situations, 
the signs of it in Its early stages are conspicuous- 
ly manifest, to witness : 

3. — In case of any swelling; occurring !n fie 
breast of a woman after forty years of age, a 
medical man should at once be consulted. A large 
proportion of such swelling Is cancer. 

4. — Any bleeding, however trivial, occurring after 
tbe change of life, means almost Invariably cancer, 
and cancer which is then curable. If neglected 
until pain occurs, It means cancer which Is almost 
always Incurable. 

5. — Any Irregular bleeding occurring «t the 
change of life should Invariably be submitted to a 
doctor's Investigation. It la not tbe natural method 
at the onset of the change of life, and is a large 
number of cases means commencing cancer. 

6,— Any wart or sore occurring spontanrusly on 
the lower lip of a man over forty-frve years of 
ace la almost certainly cancer. If removed nt once, 
cure is certain. It neglected, the result is invaria- 
bly fatal. 

7.— Any sore or swelling occurring on the tougue 
er Inside of the mouth in a man over forty-five 
years of age should be. submitted to investigation 
without a moment's delay, and the decision arrived 
at whether or not It is cancer. A very large pro- 
portion of such sores and swellings occurring at this 
time of life are cancer, and if neglected for only a 
few weeks the result is almost Invariably fatal. 
If removed at once the prospect of rare is good. 

8.— -Any bleedlne occurring from the bowel, after 
forty-five years of age, commonly snspected by the 
ptiblloato bn plies, should be submitted to Investiga- 
tion at once. A large proportion of such cases Is 
cimn-r. which at this stags Is perfectly curable. 

0. — When warts, moles, or other growths on 
the skin are exposed to constant Irriratlon they 
should be Immediately Temovcd. A large number 
of them, if neglected, terminate in cancer. 

10.— Avoid Irritations of the tongue and cheeks 
by broken, Jagged teeth and of lower Up by ciny- 
plpes. Manv of these Irritations. If neglected, ter- 
minate In cancer. 



11. — Although there Is no evidence tbat cancer Is 
communicated under ordinary circumstances It la 
desirable that rooms occupied by persons suffering 
from cancer should be cleaned and disinfected 
from time to time. 

Information such as this, highly valuable and 
often life saving, is given to the public, at least 
in this country, only very occasionally and at 
Infrequent intervals. Ask the average lay person 
what he knows of cancer and he will shake his 
head and tell you that be doea not care to know 
anything about it; which, of course, Is wrong— 
dead wrong (to use the parlance of the day). 
Many of such individuals regret only too often 
that they "did not care to know." Tbey wish they 
had cared — in time. In enlightened countries the 
public Is educated on such, matters. It la a na- 
tional problem with them. The result Is that in 
such countries mortality is far less marked Mian 
it Is In our own. Perhaps we are too engroried 
in other matters and permit questions of health 
and sanitation to slip past unnoticed. It Is not 
at all necessary to be a doctor to one's self. If 
you aee that the radiator of your motor car la 
steaming, you know that the cooling of your en- 

flne is Imperfect; tbat water is called for to fix 
blngs op. Tou at once proceed to remove the 
radiator cap and replenish the water supply. Ton 
don't drive your car any distance until you have 
done so. Why! Because you know that you may 
do irreparable damage to your engine by running 
it without water. A tyro In motoring knows that. 
Yet, If you ask ninety per cent, of motorists to 
give you a description of how the water circulates 
in the radiator, now It abstracts heat from the 
cylinders, and how its cooling proclivities are en- 
rendered, he, I venture to opine, will tall you "I 
don't know how the thing works, but I know when 
trouble is in stock." The same should be true of 
the ability of the average man and woman to 
recognize danger signals, without going into de- 
tail as to the mode of abnormal cell-proliferation 
In cancerous transformations. Its pathology, etc. 

According to Eugene R. Kelly, of tbe Moasachu- 
setts Boardof Health, if we keep In mind the follow- 
ing points and live up to their significance and ful- 
filment, the mortality from cancer can be cut 
thirty-three per cent I Tbe points follow: 

1.— Early cancer la curable. 

ti. — Pain Is a late symptom. 

8. — Any Irritation In the body Is worthy of In- 
vestigation. 

4.— Any lamp in the breast and any discharge 
from the pelvic organs after the menopause change 
of life. 

5— Any external sore, especially on the lip. 
should be examined. 

0. — Delayed eurrery not surgery. Is the Tiak. 

Since there is so little done in that respect, In 
educating tbe public on these matters. I feel tnppy 
to at least be able to Impart this Important In- 
formation through the columns of this publication. 
If only some are benefited I am well repaid for 
my efforts.

Dr. W. W. Kahn, writing on this dlseaae In 
American Medicine, concludes as follows : 

1. — The most constant symptom, of migraine Is 
headache, either with or without nausea and 
vomiting. 

2. — The characteristic symptom of migraine la 
periodicity. 

3. — The only known cause is eye-strain. 

4. — The sole cure for migraine is correct glasses. 

S. — Good distant vision and ability to read with 
"comfort" doea not exclude eye-strain. 

0.— In many of the worst cases, weak lenses only 
are required, but these must be of the most right 
kind. 

7. — The ages of the patients run from four to 
fifty-two years. 

8. — The seriousness and fre qu ency of the attacks 
Increase with age. 

».— .Failure of glasses to cure migraine Is almost 
certain to be due to faulty refraction work. 

Here you have It all in a nutshell. Draw your 
own conclusions. I hope refractive error Is at the 
root of your trooble. Have your eyes examined 
and proper lenses fitted, and I hope you will be 
all right.

DECISION FOR MUTUAL. 

The Supreme Court of the State of New Tort 
has handed down a decision In the case of the 
Serial Publication Corporation, producers of the 
flhn serial "Bunaway June," against Ella Morris, 
of the Family Theatre, Gloversvllle, N. T., which 
will have an important bearing on all collections 
of rentals for the motion picture serials. 

The defendant entered Into a contract with the 
producers to run in regular episodes the serial 
"Runaway June." After completing the showing 
of the eighth episode, Mrs. Morris stated she 
wished to cancel. The plaintiff refused to cance' 
and shipments of the picture were made each 
week until the termination of the contract. 

In July, 1915, suit was instituted by the Serial 
Publication Corporation for $308.50, the amount 
due on rental of the film. The defendant demanded 
a Jury trial and a verdict was returned in favir 
of the plaintiff. 

The defendant based her case on the allege! 
right to cancel, which was overruled by the court 
on the grounds that the terms of the written lease 
were binding. The motion for a new trial was 
denied and the defendant paid the judgment.

The 
services at the house were conducted by the Show- 
man's League, at 9.30 a.m. The remains were 
then escorted to the Masonic Temple, Fifty-first 
Street and Michigan Avenue. Services were first 
conducted by the Elks, then taken over by toe 
Showman's League, and the Masons. Rabbi Levy 
officiated— delivering a masterly funeral sermon. 
At the conclusion of the funeral sermon toe Masons 
took charge of the remains and escorted them to 
Rosehlll Cemetery, where interment took place.

Hailed by the 
press as the most remarkable and effective picture 
of its kind ever shown on Broadway, the number 
of persons that had to be turned away because of 
lack of space has been In Itself sufficiently large to 
support an average Broadway attraction. 

The Standard Theatre has consequently been en- 
gaged to take care of the overflow crowds, and 
since the first presentation there, capacity business 
has seen t.te rule. 

Al Alchtman, general manager of the Patriot Film 
Corporation, discussing the British Preparedness 
feature a day or so ago with a representative of 
this paper, struck a determined attitude, cleivrcd 
his throat and gave voice to the following optimis- 
tic remarks: 

"We have been deluged with requests for booV- 
ings from all over the country. However, we are 
not yet ready to place the attraction In any but 
the largest houses that can offer the most at- 
tractive booking. At present the production :s 
being shown in about ten - legitimate theatres 
throughout the country, where it has been booked 
for indefinite 'runs. From the reports I have re- 
ceived to date, the showing seems to be good for 
several months in all of the theatres the picture 
Is now playing. Within the course of a week or 
eo I expect to have at least twenty prints work- 
ins." That sounds good, AL Glad to hear It.

FREULER RE-ELECTED 
PRES. OF MUTUAL. 

John R. Freuler was re-elected president of the 
Mutual Film Corporation at the annual meeting 
of the directorate of the corporation, held at the 
Offices of the concern in New York last week. 
A number of changes were made in the lesser 
offices. Crawford Livingston, former chairman of 
the executive board, was elected first vice presi- 
dent; George W. Hall, of Chicago, second vice 
president; Samuel S. Hutchinson, of Chicago, 
treasurer; Samuel Field, general counsel for the 
Mutual, was re-elected secretary. 

The new executive board Is headed by Mr. Fruel- 
er as chairman. The other members are Mi.

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MANAGERSJ»ROTEST AGAINST TAX 

INCREASE. 

TO ORGANIZE OPPOSITION AGAINST CLAUSE IN KITCHIN BILL 

PROPOSED TAX IS PROHIBITIVE. 



A meeting of the United Managers' Protective 
Association was held In Its offices In the New York 
Theatre Building, July 7, to take action on the bill 
proposed by the Ways and Means Committee or 
Congress, placing a tax upon the gross receipts of 
theatres. 

This organization, representing aboat one hun- 
dred thousand people dependent upon the theatre, 
considers the section ot the bill relating to the 
taxation of theatres a hardship and injustice npon 
the playhouses of the country, Inasmuch as they 
have been singled out as against nearly everything 
else. 

The managers met for the purpose of organizing 
opposition to the passage of this clause In the bill. 
They are paying a war tax now, besides their 
licenses. 

Among those present at the meeting were : Will- 
iam Harris, Marc Klaw, David Belasco, Alf. Bay- 
man, Lee Shubert, Henry W. Savage, MUton Aborn, 
and. many managers, who were out of town, sent 
representatives. 

The clause objected to by the managers reads: 
"A theatre located in a city, town or village having 
a population in excess of three thousand shall pay 
one-half ot one per centum of the gross receipts 
from admission." 

This tax, should It become a law, would causa 
many a theatre to close Its doors and would work 
hardship to many others. In the case of theatres 
In cities ot the first class It would mean, in the 
cases of some successful plays, a tax of from $1,000 
to (3,000 per season of forty weeks.

Chicago, July 10. 
Ch» vaudeville performers about to take their 
annual vacations — and some of them will not need 
to do so, because they've been oat of work for a 
long period of time — are wondering whether their 
field of endeavor wilt rest upon the same baseless 
foundation that baa marked the vaudeville field 
for some time; or, If stability will succeed uncer- 
tainty, making It possible for people who have 
devoted years of endeavor to footllght training 
to get some guarantee of a definite value for their 
services. 

The lesson of what has happened to other forms 
of entertainment, when inefficiently handled, com- 
bined with tbe knowledge that certain extraneous 
competition (hitherto Ignored bat now seen In Its 
true light) may bring about a complete readjust- 
ment of the entire game, bare led to radical 
changes. Where there were once little groups of 
theatre owners, striving to book profitably on 
their own hook, there Is now a definite union of 
interests ; where there was a big circuit, taking 
things for granted and letting ends slip because of 
Its power, there is now a big circuit realizing that 
it must perform deeds worthy of its size and 
strength in order to stay big: and time's trusted 
aid— competition — has again come forth In the 
guise of opposition, bent upon finding tbe weak 
spots in the organization that previously had 
everything its own way. 

The performer knows that these changes are 
going on and wonders If his or her condition will be 
Improved or retarded because of them. Every- 
thing that Is happening tenda to show that the 
competent performer will have no reason for 
regret. By far the worst abuse of the many abuses 
attending vaudeville management as a whole is 
tbe unemployment of capable people who, accord- 
ing to all rules, should have been working, but 
who found short contracts of employment that 
bore such great promise led only to alleys of 
despair. To find themselves "in bad" with one 
little circuit, because they worked for another ad- 
Joining, was the humiliating experience of many 
good acts. Others found they were not desired 
by "big" time, because they had awarded service* 
to "small" time, when tbe. latter's proposition 
tended to Oil in Just enough -weeks to make a 
profitable season out of one that otherwise would 
have been unprofitable. The result was that many 
good acts found themselves "on the bench," and 
If it hadn't been for opportunities to enter the 
movies, some would have had no chance to keep 
In touch with affairs dramatic 

With smaller circuits becoming large ones, with 
a big independent circuit forming to reawaken 
opposition, and with the biggest power confronted 
by organized actors constantly asking why abuses 
are not corrected, tbe new season should be rosy 
for the capable performer. Each one of these 
forms of vaudeville Interests must embrace the 
capable performer In order to "get by." Amalga- 
mation without big acts to support it would result 
in failure. Competition without something better 
than the forces opposed have to offer would be 
ridiculous. For a powerful circuit to sit idly by 
while all these things are formulating would be 
suicide. 

Performers look askance at amalgamation in the 
process of formation, because of lessons in the 
past, when some of these unions were dissolved 
soon after being entered into. Bat this kind of a 
"bump" was no worse than tbe one received when 
working for a "six weeks" circuit with the knowl- 
edge that there wasn't a ghost of a chance to 
aecure additional work after the six weeks werj 
played. Advance indications point to the fact 
that. Instead of hanging around outer offices look- 
ing for work, the performer with something worthy 
■will be sought by threesdlfferent kinds of combina- 
tions, each offering security of long bookings, ideal 
working conditions, and that Bonl-stirrlng appeal 
to ambition which comes with knowing that the 
Held you are working in has something permanent 
to offer.

Hermann, the sketch being a sec- 
ondary consideration, constructed for the express 
purpose of exploiting the tatter's talents. Marlon 
Shirley capably assists Hermann, handling what 
little dialogue and business she is allotted satis- 
factorily. The act possesses considerable novelty, 
and has the undeniable merit of being "different." 

Ben Welch made them laugh and applaud as it 
they had seen him for the first time Monday night.

WHEN BANDS ARE HEARD. 

When bands are heard In Mid-West cities, the 
dearth of popular hits is keenly felt. A few years 
ago exhibition. managers_ prohibited the playing of 
popular songs because the market held many songs 
that vied with each other for popularity. It la 
no longer necessary to pass such rules. So few 
songs of current imprint are taken up by the 
crowd when the band renders them that the classic 
program is quickly reverted to in order to "save 
the day." ' Publishers would profit by attending 
band concerts, as they would get an Idea of the 
real value of their outputs. 

REAMS AND REAMS. 

The biggest proof that few popular songs re- 
ceived as much newspaper notice of all kinds as 
that awarded "Walkln* the Dog" is found in the 
big lithograph Will Bosslter had made from clip- 
pings taken from dally papers. This concrete evi- 
dence of the publicity directed to the song is well 
nigh marvelous. The notices vary from "knocks 
that are boosts" to unstinted recommendation of 
the number as an acceptable dance craze. The 
"Blonde Boss" had trouble grouping the notices 
in such a manner that they would all appear- on 
one lithograph. 

EVEN THERE. 

Even the Thearle-Duffield exhibition at River- 
view couldn't escape the presence of the ever vigi- 
lant music booster, many valiant crews making 
their way there to sing against the band nightly. 

AROUSES MUCH INTEREST. 

M. Witmark & Sons' $1,000 lyric contest Is 
arousing considerable interest in Chicago. This 
amount of money would come in Quite handy to 
many of the "boys with the pen" who make the 
Windy City their home. The conditions of the con- 
test are ideally framed for the Mid-West, Inasmuch 
as writers now under contract with any one firm 
are barred. While most of the New York hoys 
with reps, as lyric writers are under contract, few 
of the Chicago boys are, as most local firms are 
not In a position to give liberal contracts to writ- 
ers. A contest like this may prove the one thing 
needed to drag a previously unknown writer from 
oblivion to the foremost ranks of American lyri- 
cists. M. Witmark & Sons show their sincerity in 
endeavoring to get at the very best the market 
holds by this distinct step in advance. 

BOB THERE. 

Bob Alias played an anything hut silent part in 
"Civilization," the gigantic cinema spectacle, at 
Cohan's Grand. In short, though strange to state, 
loganllng a picture attraction. Boh was heard but 
not seen. For he sang a patriotic hymn, at the 
height of the picture's dramatic action. 

SOME TEST. 

No harder test of an arranger's ability to "take 
down" melodies under difficulties could be conceived 
of than that successfully met by F. Henri KUck- 
mann last week, when he "took down" tunes hot 
from the instruments of a "Jazz-band" in the con- 
fines of Will Rossiter's new headquarters. The 
band was composed of members who neither read 
notes nor wrote them, but the boys certainly knew 
how to frame enticing, impromptu melodies that 
appealed to "The Chicago Publishers." The re- 
maining step was comparatively simple., as all that 
was necessary was to chain Kllckmann to a chair, 
while the orchestra played thirteen or fourteen 
tunes that the nimble-fingered arranger recorded.

The girls at the music counters evidently 
like the number very much, or respond to many 
calls a day, for it Is played more than other songs 
by a ratio of about three to one. Leo. Feist Is a 
mlghtly lucky publisher. While this song Is espe- 
cially adapted for piano, his other big hit, "Sweet 
Cider Time," seems to be what band leaders are 
looking for. Between the two Feist covers every 
end of the game. 

PLAYING THE GAME. 

Joe Morris* Chicago office Is certainly "playing 
the game" for all It to worth. A number Is 
hardly started on the high road for popularity 
when another quickly follows in Its wake. Walter 
Wilson and his crew look mighty chesty since the 
"Quaker" song proved one of the biggest photo- 
graph record sellers within recent months, after 
meeting with a most enviable counter sale. 

THE PROFESSIONAL END. 

The so-called "professional end" Is the bug-bear 
of the publishing gome, and it looks as though the 
managers of Chicago main and branch offices are 
trying to ascertain Just bow much of this end may 
be clipped off without affecting the main run of 
their business. Summer crews are smaller this 
s:-ason than ever before, and many professional 
managers find it impossible to take in celebrations 
that were attended as a matter of course in past 
years. But you can't get away from one signifi- 
cant fact: The publishers who have cut things 
down most are forced to content themselves witi 
the least amount of business. This Is one business 
where noise and action ride hand in hand, as the 
very essence of popularizing music lies In letting 
the world know about your product. 

MCKINLEY'S VACATION. 
This Is the time of the year when Wm. McKln- 
iey, of the McKlniey Music Co., spends as little 
time as possible in his office, preferring to visit 
his Summer home Jo Wisconsin whenever weather 
conditions permit. Nothing affords this publisher 
greater pleasure than to sit in some quiet spot 
listening to phonograph records reeled off on the 
"Pathephone" or his own "McKlniey" phonograph. 
When things get monotonous he sends for some of 
the boys in the Chicago office and asks them to 
"hit the piano." Between the two forms of musical 
entertainment the publisher is completely hapyy. 

SOME PREDICTION. 

Some of Gas Kahn's predictions materialize, 
some don't.

The fear that epilepjy will 
continue to run in our family has acted, as a pow- 
erful deterrent and we hesitate about marrying. 
We never miss The Clipper ; we read Jt every 
week. We have decided to write and ask your de- 
cision. Your department In The Clipper fills a 
long felt want In the profession. We now have 
someone to whom we may turn when in need of 
advice. Please answer this through Tub Ox.ifpku 
as there may be others situated as we are, who 
do not care to inquire." 

This communication set me thinking. "Let me 
see," I argued with myself, "most authorities, as 
far as I can remember in an off-hand manner, do 
not agree that heredity plays an important role In 
epilepsy. However, I am not going to accept 
things for granted In so important a matter as 
the one before us." 1 scanned volume after volume 
in my library and did not, after spending nearly 
an hoar, find much encouragement from the 
authors I consulted. In the Reference Hand- 
book of the Medical Sciences. Allan McLane 
Hamilton says : "It's an undeniable fact that 
heredity plays the most extensive part In the causa- 
tion of epilepsy." Of the nine hundred cases, no 
less than four hundred and thirty-five presented 
some family history of neurotic or pulmonary 
trouble (drunkenness included). Thirty-five per 
cent, of Growers' cases were characterized by the 
same state of things, and with other authors — 
among them Reynolds and Echeverrla — the propor- 
tion of cases in which there is a neurotic inherit- 
ance varies from thirty-five to forty per cent. As 
a result of such inheritance we find that female 
cases preponderate. Of very young subjects this is 
the rule, but when the disease begins after twenty. 
It appears that there are more males who become 
epileptic than females. In the greater part of all 
cases the disease first manifests itself before the 
twentieth year. 

I was studying on. volume after volume, author 
after author, and I began to feel that I would not 
be in a position to give an encouraging answer to 
my friend. But — and here Is where a ray of sun- 
shine seemed to penetrate Into my momentary de- 
pression — when I picked np Anders I found him 
saying : "While in epilepsy a neurotic tendency is 
marked, it Is decidedly more the exception than 
the rule to find either parent epileptic." I was 
encouraged. I read on. I then turned to modern 
writers in medical essays and fonnd quite a differ- 



ence of opinion. It would be too voluminous, and 
perhaps out of place to give here the views of the 
many authors, but you can draw your own con- 
clusions after reading the summary of Dr. Thorn's 
paper In a recent Issue of The Boston Medical and 
Suriiical Journal. They are as follows : 

1. — Of the 1,036 epileptic patients admitted to 
the Monson State Hospital, one out of every six 
was married. 

2. — Eighty per cent, of the marriages resulted In 
children. 

3. — 138 marriages resulted In 553 offspring, an 
average of four to each marriage. 

4. — Of the 553 offspring, it was possible to ob- 
tain a history of epilepsy in only ten cases (l.S 
per cent.) 

5.— Of these ten epileptics, six died In Infancy, 
two became confirmed epileptics and two cases are 
arrested — one for seventeen years, the other for 
thirty-six years (that is, practically cured). In 
other words, out of 138 marriages of the epilep- 
tics, there were but two epileptic offspring. 

6. — The study of the family history In 138 epi- 
leptics revealed epilepsy In one of the parents eight 
times, and the study of the offspring of the same 
patients showed that It had been transmitted ten 
times: that the epilepsy was inherited and trans- 
mitted In about five per cent, of tbe cases. 

7.— These figures correspond closely with the 
recent work of Stnchlik. who found Inheritance 
ol epilepsy In epileptics direct from parent In 
4.1 per cent, of 176 cases. 

8. — From the above it would appear that epi- 
lepsy Is transmitted directly from parent to off- 
soring less frequently than we have heretofore 
been led to believe. 

Dr. William J. Robinson, of New York, com- 
menting on these conclusions, says : "Should tbe 
results be corroborated by a study of large num- 
bers, tbe Influence of heredity as a factor In epi- 
lepsy will have to be considered practically nil 
For, If epilepsy can originate spontaneously In 95 
per cent of cases, the hereditary factor in the 
other five per cent, may be accidental and not 
causative, will we not have to come to the con- 
clusion that in our ills and pains and environment 
is a much more powerful factor than heredity T* 

Yes. all axiomatic conclusions and cherished 
traditions seem to he in need of a thorough over- 
hauling and many of them are candidates for tbe 
scrap-heap. 

From the above you can easily form your own 
conclusions. After taking every fact bearing on 
the question into serious consideration and weigh- 
in" the pros and cons with accuracy, there should 
be no difficulty on your part to form a decision on 
the advisability or non-advlsablllty of marrying In 
view of these statistical data and opinions of men 
prominent in their particular field of endeavor. 

However, a strict and concise understanding 
must exist between yourself and future wife, as to 
the possibilities and outcome in the future, so 
there will be no misunderstanding later.

Cotton is 
saturated with alcohol and placed about the af- 
fected finger, and a plain rubber finger cot (pro- 
curable in any drug store) applied over all. Sev- 
enty-two hours suffice, usually, to give relief or 
accomplish a cure. Should pus develop, the sooner 
the felon 19 lanced and drained, the better. En- 
deavor to discover -what causes the felons and avoid 
any irritation that may be responsible for same.

A solution of the 40 per cent, formaldehyde In 
the proportion of one part of the drug to six parts 
water 'will cure some of the most obstinate cases, 
it is said, when applied to the feet at bedtime for 
a week. It the application causes irritation it must 
be diluted or used less frequently.

WHAT MUST BE DECIDED. 

The Mid-West Is particularly Interested In the 
proposed resolution favoring an amendment to the 
."two hundred feet ordinance" (which provides for 
the closing of all moving picture theatres situated 
within two hundred feet of churches and schools), 
•aid resolution favoring the operation of theatres 
wltbln these limits which have already been con- 
structed, but prohibiting the erection of new 
nouses within this sphere. When It Is remem- 
bered that fortunes have been spent erecting 
palatial movie homes that are innocently -within 
the forbidden area, the justice of the resolution 
and corresponding injustice of th» ordinance la 
readily apparent — and there can be- no question 
that . the tersely worded objection from the 
brains of men who mean to meet the public ha'f 
way will result In a cessation of Puritanic legisla- 
tion along the lines indicated.

LOYALTY) 

Some boys working in Chicago professional 
offices have peculiar ideas of loyalty. A branch 
professional manager for an Eastern Ann told the 
story of a chap who received a good salary for 
boosting the firm's songs, but who put on his own 
song, while supposedly plugging his firm's numbers 
at prominent places. If a plugger thinks he Is a 
better, composer than the boys who are asked to 
provide manuscripts, he should try to convince the 
house management of that fact, or should honorably 
resign before trying to popularize his own pieces. 
Few fellows get away with it — and none ought to. 
Some publishers who misplaced confidence later 
forgave erring employees, bat most of them found 
the process tar too risky. 

THE "HEAVEN" FLAVOR, 

A splendid example of tbe way a good thing Is 
parodied In tbe music business 1b found in the 
many songs along the same line that have been 
Issued since M. Wltmark ft Sons published their 
startllngly successful "Little Bit of Heaven." 
Nearly every place of sentimental recollection is 
now enthroned in a "heaven" lyric by energetic 
writers. Every one that's written sells a few more 
copies of the original song. 

HEART INTEREST. 

William McKlnley Is a firm believer in "heart 
Interest" In songs. Much of his success la due to 
the fact that he examines all manuscripts person- 
ally and only issues those that have broad, uni- 
versal appeal founded upon, simple expression of 
sentiment. This has been responsible, to a great 
extent, for the success of the McKlnley popular 
priced catalogue; and it Is a well known fact that 
other firms hsve found it profitable to issue songs 
of the "McKlnley" type, which, when boosted 
properly on the popular market, go far bigger 
than the so called novelty songs. 

THEY HAVE TO DO IT. 

A few seasons ago (and even more recently) big 
stage stars tabooed tbe popular song for one rea- 
son or another (some thinking popular music was 
along an Inferior order, and others trusting to 
their superior skill in rendering standard or little 
heard of numbers), but now tbe biggest stars find 
it easiest to "feel the public pulse" via popular 
ditties. Stars like Nora Bayes get far more oat 
of popular songs rendered in their Inimitable way 
than when Interpreting dlfflcult, especially written 
numbers. 

NOW A MAGNATE. 

Do any of the .boys recall the old Christopher 
Music Publishing Co. which held sway In Chicago 
some years ago? If they do they must remember 
Eddie Eccles, who managed the professional de- 
partment and wrote a lyric occasionally. Eddie 
went through many branches of the show business 
since, at one time conducting the moving picture 
department of a Chicago daily. Now he claims the 
moving picture . field as his own, holding an im- 
portant position with a big firm In Chicago. Chaps 
who bars glimpsed Bddle'a bank account say he 



Should be registered with the "magnates" of the 
picture game. 

WORTHAN AND KAHH.

RESENT UNJUST TAXATION. 

Theatrical managers and amusement promoters 
' Of all kinds feel that Congress looks upon their 
activities In a wrong light, and are starUng a 
campaign with a view to lessening the taxation ele- 
. merit. Because the new revenue bill introduced 
Into Congress recently increases the taxation on 
amusement enterprises under the guise of a war 
tax, it is opposed by the Mid-West Theatrical Man- 
agers' Association, which held Its annual conven- 
tion in Chicago recently. 

A prominent Chicago producer pointed out that 
the builder of shows must pay a tax on every show, 
a tax on his office (for in Chicago a producer la 
, viewed as an agent and forced to pay a tax), a 
, corporation tax and a tax on his profits. With 
the new measure, proposed by the Ways arid Mcars 
committee, the manager of a theatre- or place of 
amusement In a town of 1,000 must pay a $10 
annual tax. In a town or 2,000 it runs to $15, and 
in a town of 3,000 it runs to S20 ; in- larger to-w-ni 
*■» tax Is «o*-half of one per cent, of the gross 



business. House managers believe show managers 
should carry part of this tax. 

Inasmuch as show folks have taken little inter- 
est In politics up to this time it <s argued that a 
lack of representation brings taxation ; that nothing 
so unfair as the present revenue measure has yet 
been proposed. The wlrea are being kept busy 
with appeals to representatives and senators.

"THE BLACK MINSTRELS." 

Frank Dumont whose sealoos as well as Intelli- 
gent Interest in the origin and early development 
of American negro minstrelsy long ago made him 
an authority In that branch of the annals of our 
stage, encloses in part a communication which he 
recently received from a friend In Boston : 

In W. B. Wood's "Personal Recollection of the 
Stage," published In 1 sr.4, he says : 

"On the 11th of January, 1833, tho Walnut 
Street Theatre re-commenced, and was aided by 
Messrs. A. Adams, Proctor, Mr, and 'Mrs. Flyna, 
•Hadaway, Henklna, J. 8. Brown, the Block Wa- 
strel*, Booth and J. R. Scott 

"Now what Is the meaning of theBlaofc Minstrels, 
ten years before the original troupe? I judge that 
the people mentioned were stars and not members 
of the stock company of the theatre. So it looks 
as If the Black Minstrels were at least an added 
attraction. If you do not already know all about 
them, you ought to find ont much from the papers 
of that time." 

Mr. Dumont, In cotnmenttng on these observa- 
tions, writes to me. 

"If this is correct, ft upsets all facts which state 
that the first minstrel company appeared In -the 
Chatham Theatre, Jan. 81, 1843 — Emmett, Whit- 
lock, Brower and Pelham. It Is possible that there 
may be some contemporary Information which 
might give a line on these Black Minstrels, who 
they were, etc, and whether they Were negroes or 
whites." 

The reference which William B. Wood makes in 
his memoirs Is only the mention of the name Black 
BBnatrels, without description or explanation. But 
It may be doubted whether there exists in any 
other memoirs or reminiscences an account of these 
performances, such as they may have been. I am 
Informed, to, by one who has made an examina- 
tion of the announcements and annals of the Wal- 
nut Street Theatre for the period In question, that 
there Is no reference to be found among tbem to 
what Wood cans "The Black Minstrels." It seems 
that the Walnut, In, the beginning of January, 
1833, announced that the house had just been 
freshly reopened, after having been redecorated, 
and that among the first Chun players who would 
appear there In the course of the Winter were Mr. 
Kemble, Fannie Kemble, Master Burke, Mr. Wai- 
lock, Mr. Finn, Mr. Sinclair and Mrs. Austin. 

. The first event of the season was the production 
Of the melodrama, "Wanderer," and "Maslnlello; 
or, "The Dumb Girl of Porttcl," and the public was 
Informed that In view of the extraordinary nature 
of the productions which would henceforth be seen 
at the Walnut, the prices of admission would be 
increased, that the doors In the evening would bo 
open at six o'clock, and that the performance would 
begin at quarter before seven. Later on emphasis 
was mid on the fact that Mr. Finn would appear 
as Lord Ogleby In "The Clandestine Marriage," 
and that the same star was to play William Thom- 
son, 2d, in 'The Two Thomsons." It will, there- 
fore, be seen that the Walnut at this time was 
conducted, to use the language of the managers, 
"on a high plane of excellence." But while the 
legitimate drama predominated, It was by no 
means uncommon to Introduce in the long bills 
which were then In vogue, some special perform- 
ance or some innovation. 

Thus It was announced on the twentieth of Feb- 
ruary that : 

Mr. Rice, having just arrived. Is engaged for 
four nights only and will appear this evening in 
his famed extravaganza of "Jim Crow." 

Rice's act was, however, only Incidental to tho 
main performance of the evening and was sand- 
wiched between "Hut of the Red Mountain; or. 
Thirty Years of a Gambler's Life." and "The 
Spectre Bridegroom," Announcement was also 
mode that he would dance In lyric style the fol- 
lowing:

2— iLeff Off 'My Old Professin. 

:{ — Deeds of Washington. 

4 — Hit at Nullification. 

8— Description of Boston. 

6 — Peep at the Wild Beast Show.

It was during this season at the Walnut Street 
Theatre that Forrest, the elder Booth, James B. 
Murdooh and other notable actors, as well as those 
that are named above, and an Italian opera troupe 
made their appearance. In addition there were 
numerous Shakespearean performances. It will 
therefore be seen that "Jim' Crow" edified Philadel- 
phia audiences on a stage where the very best 
examples of professional entertainments wero then 
to be found. I am Informed that The Philadelphia - 
Gazette, referring to Rice's performance, said that 
"Slgnor James Crow delighted his audience by his 
melodious enunciation of tho aria* that bears his 
name," and that "his voice was flexible and his 
lega limber." Doubtless this was at or near the 
time of bis career when, according to an old story, 
he would sing — if we quote the lines correctly — 
"Oh, Ladles and Gentlemen, I'd have for you to 



I have a Utile nigger here who'll dance Jim Crow." 
Then from out of a bag or sack Rice carried on 
his arm, hopped a frisky little fellow who In arter 
years was the distinguished American comedian. 
Joseph Jefferson. It Is altogether probable that 
when Wtalam'R. Wood, In his memoirs spoke of 
the "Black Minstrels," he meant Jim Crow. This 
would appear to be almost a certainty in view of 
the fact that during the entire season of the 
Winter and Spring of 1833 — according to my In- 
formant — there was, in the Walnut's announce- 
ments, no mention of a minstrel troupe or of any- 
thing suggesting such an act outside of Jim Crew.

Josephine Cohan, In private life. Mrs. Fred 
Niblo. died July 12, In the Uotel Belleclalre, New 
Tork," from heart disease, after an illness of sev- 
eral months. 

Mrs. Niblo was bom In 1S7S. In Providence, It. 
1., and as a child, together with her brother, 
George M. Cohan, traveled with, her parents, doing 
singing and dancing specialties. Later Mr. and 
Mrs. Jerry Cohan had their i-kctcbes written for 
lour Instead of two, and the Four Cohans, which 
afterwards became the highest salaried vaudeville 
attraction In America, was formed. 

Later they all starred in the musical comedies 1 , 
'•The Governor's Son" and '•Itunnlng for Office," 
both of which were first written as sketches by 
Geo. M. Cohan and elaborated by him into three 
oet pieces especially for the Four Cohans. It was 
during their engagement In "The Governor's Son" 
that Josephine Cohan, on June 2, 1001, became 
the wife of Fred Niblo, who was managing the 
company. 

George M Cohan Anally decided to star alone, 
and the Four Cohans was dissolved. 

The season of 1901-5, Josephine Cohan was en- 
gaged by Klaw 4 Erlanger as leading woman for 
••The Itoger Brothers In Paris," and Jster, in order 
to be wltfc her husband, she deserted the legitimate 
and entered vaudeville, presenting a repertory of 
one act farces with great success. 

In 1007 with their small son, Mr. and Mrs. Niblo 
made an eight months' tour of South Africa, in 
musical comedies, and from 1312 to 1015 played 
New York successes In Australia. They returned 
to New York last year. 

The funeral services were held at 10.30 o'clock, 
July 14, at the Church of the Blessed Sacrament, 
Broadway and Seventy-first Street. High mass was 
celebrated by the B;v. Terence E. Gllmartln. 

Th- church ti.'.s crowded with theatrical folk. 
The pail bearers were Charles Osgood, Sam H. Har- 
ris. Howard Stevens, Edward Wallace Dunn. F. 
O'Brien and Frank Bacon. The burial was in 
Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Mrs. Niblo Is survived by her .husband, son, 
father and mother and brother.

Dorothy, died suddenly July 10, at Decatur, lad., 
after a short Illness, at the age of eleven years. 
Baby Virginia. Dm made her first appearance on 
tie stage when hut a year old, at tie Capitol The- 
atre, Little Koct.

I PROMISED TO EXPLAIN.

I am a lay- 
man to be sure, but I have followed your articles 
and listened to some of your lectures and I feel 
that yon will explain matters to me." 

For a moment I sat dumbfounded. 

The Intelligence with ■which this man awed 
and the somewhat arrogant, yet sincere manner 
amazed me. After a brief pause I looked at htm. 
He smiled a benign sort of smile that seemed to 
ffty "Now, I've got you with the goods and It Is 
up to you to say something." I liked him. I 
(wanted to answer his interrogations, but a 
look at the dial Informed me that it was time for 
the office. To give him a satisfactory explanation, 
as I am sure I could, would have taken some time, 
so I thought a moment, and this is what I told 
my pleasant intruder.

MY EXPLANATION. 

In "times gone by most of the followers of Aescu- 
lapius wore Prince Albert suits, silk hats and, 
sitting at a mahogany desk, dispensed prescriptions 
to those who applied for aid. The men of that 
era who were successful and outshone their con- 
temporaries were the workers - without silk hats 
end Prince Albert suits. They tolled for the ad- 
vancement of science and cared little about them- 
selves. 

Centuries hare gone, and in a measure the same 
conditions hold true today. No physician has ever 
attained much of a reputation among his colleagues 
and patrons who has not been self sacrificing and 
unselfish. When you meet a doctor who is dressed 
"a la mode," who takes an hour or two for his 
repast, worries about the hall game score more 
than about the welfare of others, he is either a 
fellow who lives selfishly or cares little for others. 

Analyze the lives of busy and successful men in 
onr great profession to-day and yon will find that 
the majority are not examples of robust physique ; 
that they sacrifice their own comforts for the 
benefit of those who need their help and undivided 
attention. The conscientious doctor thinks, and 
thinks all the time. He frets and worries beyond 
measure. He most be punctual and keep his ap- 
pointments on time. He spends sleepless nights in 
an endeavor to mitigate the suffering and pain of 
others. He must be a Samaritan in the truest 
sense of the term and never tire. 

What causes that zigzag fashion of existence in 
conscientious physicians, yon query? Is it the 
greed for gold, or perhaps self aggrandizement ? No, 
my dear fellow. It Is self sacrifice for the welfare 
of others. It is pulling chestnuts from heated 
coals for suffering humanity. Comparatively few 
doctors die rich. Very few indeed. In fact, while 
many are making a comfortable living quite a num- 
ber have difficulty in even accomplishing that. So 
much for greed of gold. 

Comprativeiy few physicians Teach an old age. 

Their mode of living — and they must live that 
way — If they are successful — Invites and perpetu- 
ates a variety of physical ills and suffering directly 
attributable, of course, to Irregular living Can 
the roar of cannon or the selfish fire of modern 
warfare deter the true patriot from going to the 
front? Will the danger of drowning deter a llfe- 
eavlng crew from taking hazards? Will aviation 
sink Into obscurity because of cowardice on the 
part of some who consider only themselves and give 
little thought to others? Never. 

And so It Is with members of the healing art. 
The real doctor will continue to be self-sacrificing 
though he enters the firing line of evil Influences, 
such as irregular hours, rash meals and the dan- 
gers of infection which threaten his dally life. 

The progress toward a chosen goal will not 
deter the real man from marching onward, no 
matter -what the consequences or dangers may be. 

Since human, nature has Its pecuttirltles, which 
often become enrooted, though wrongfully— driven 
by good motives — to become second nature, nerv- 
ous wear and tear will be a predominant feature 
In the classes that toll for the advancement of 
science, art, literature and the elevation of human 
ideals, principles and happiness in general.

INFECTED GALL BLADDER. 
MR. T. O. P.. Washington, D. C, writes: 

Dead Doctob : I am an orchestra leader with a 
company. I am forty-four years of age. married 
and have two healthy children. My wife is also 
enjoying excellent health. While playing Cleve- 
land some time ago I was taken with violent pains 
high up In the right side. I had high fever, 
vomited, and had to take to bed. The hotel 
physician waa called and said he did not know 
what was the matter. He called another physician 
to help him make a diagnosis. They concluded 
that I had gall bladder disease. I remained in bed 
a week and got well again, apparently. Last 
month I had another similar attack and remained In 
bed five days. I was taken sick three 'weeks ago again 
with a violent chill, and I fear that something is 
radically wrong. Many members of onr company 
who know you and your work in The Clipped, 
asked me to Inquire and get your opinion on my 
case. What would you do? What do you think 
is really the trouble? How can I get cured? I 
will surely appreciate your early reply in Turn 
Clippbb. 

REPLY. 

You undoubtedly have an Infected gall bladder. 
It is best, in my opinion, to have the bladder 
drained at the earliest possible moment. If left 
untreated, such infections often give rise to serious 
troubles),' and I would advise you to have an X-ray 
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plcture taken, which may throw some light on the 
existing conditions. Medicines, in cases like yours, 
accomplish no good whatever. ■ 

BLEEDING HEMORRHOIDS. 
DISTRESSED Milwaukee. Wis., writes : 

Dear Doctor Thorek : I am preparing to under- 
go an operation for bleeding- piles. , I cannot possibly 
cancel my engagements right how. In the first 
place I need the money and In the second place I 
am needed in the company.

REPLY. 
Had you given me your route I would hare adV 
vised you direct but hope this reaches you in time 
to be of benefit. Of course as soon as you will 
nave time the piles should be removed, and yon 
will be all right. Meanwhile, empty' your bowel 
with cold water enema In the morning <Ice water 
la sttll better) ; dry thbrougbly and apply the fol- 
lowing salve. If the bleeding is profuse, use to* 
solve, morning and night: 

Ointment of tannic acid. ........I ounce 

Ointment of stramonium 1 ounce 

Cerate of lead acetate 1 -ounce 

acidity— sore feet. 
MRS. F. 6.. New York. N. Y-, writes : 

Deab Doctob : We are told our mother la suffer- 
ing from acidity. What diet Is proper under such 
condition? We are readers of The Cupper and 
would surely appreciate your suggestions. Inci- 
dentally, I should like to know what Is good for 
tender feet. I am in excellent health In every 
way, but my feet are so tender that I have to 
change shoes three or four times a day.- On one 
foot water blisters appear, break and leave a raw 
and painful area. Of course dancing at that time 
is very painful. I will eagerly expect a reply. 

REPLY. 

For acidity, any foodstuffs that contain much 
acid should be avoided. Diet must be liberal and 
varied. Moderation in animal foods. Avoid sugars 
and fermented liquors. Take moderately and care- 
fully of starches and fats. Meat once a day (only 
white meat). Fresh green vegetables permissible. 
Plenty of water. For the tenderness of the feet 
the skin must be hardened. Bathe them dally In 
fifty per cent alcohol — morning and night Run 
in, thoroughly, a solution of ten per cent formalin. 
If the latter is too strong apply it diluted. - With 
patience and persistence, the trouble will vanish,. 

LOTTOS. 
MRS. E. McD., New York. N. Y„ writes: 

Dear Doctor: A certain condition developed on 
my face which the doctor I consulted called lupus. 
He explained a few things about it hut I could 
not understand him very well. A word or two 

about that trouble In your paper — Thh Clipper.— 
will be highly valued. Many thanks la advance. 
REPLY. 
Lupus is a disease that attacks the face and 
other parts of the body. It is essentially a tuber- 
culosis of the skin. In other words, the germ that 
causes consumption causes this affection of the 
skin. The trouble begins as a pimple, which breaks 
down, forming a tiny ulcer. This ulcer gradually 
spreads uniu it may reach the size of a silver 
dollar, or gradually progresses until it involves 
the greater portion of the face- Neglected cases 
of lupus are often mistaken for cancer of the face. 

The disease develops very Blowly, often requiring 
three, four or five years to develop folly. The 
most important advances In Its treatment thus far 
has been the advent of carbon dioxide snow aa a 

curative agent. 

PREVENTATIVE FOR CONSUMPTION. 
MR. F. D. A^ Dallas. Tex. 

Dear Doctor : I am a White Rat and belong to 
the Actors* Fund. 1 am much interested In your 
health articles in Tat Clippeb, and would like 
to know whether there is something that would 
prevent consumption in the lower classes. By 
lower classes I mean the poor. I have reasons for 
wishing to know this, and your answer in The 
Clipper will be highly appreciated. 
REPLY. 

From a medical point of view there is no single 
remedy -that will, if used, prevent tuberculosis. 
Your question may be well replied to by what Sur- 
geon General W. C. Gorgas had to say to one of 
the newspapers in Chicago when asked about what 
he regards as the most Important "health sermon." 
He said : "I believe that all health officers should 
turn their at ten Hem to those measures which, 
-would tend to increase the wages of the poorest 
class of laborers. I favor that as one of the basic 
cures of existing health evils, because It will have 
the effect of producing more thoroughly good sani- 
tation than any more direct measures they adopt. 
How can the laborer, earning $500 a year, learn 
the benefits of good sanitation? He and his family 
most sleep In one little squalid room, the wife 
must cook and wash and the family must eat in 
the other room. It doesn't matter how much yon 
could teach the process of sanitation, nor bow 
much learning they receive on the subject of pre- 
serving health and preventing disease. It wouldn't 
do any good. But give him a better wage so that 
he can add another room and remove congestion 
and the breathing of the whole family in one sleep- 
ing room, and then you go to the very foundation 
of the health problem." This, I believe, ought to 
answer your ouery.

W. K. Sheppard, an exhibitor who has baft great 
success operating houses at Laredo and Browns- 
Tille, Tex., walked Into the National Drama Cor- 
poration office July 12, and planked down a big 
certified check for "The Fall of a Nation" rights 
of Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas. "I've looked 
over the field of all the great features," lie re- 
marked to Ed. Giroux, "and am convinced that 
the Diion-Herbert spectacle will prove more popu- 
lar with the people down our way than any other 
current offering. 

"They want the Mg battle scenes, are deeply hi* 
terested In the soldier life on the border, moreover, 
they enjoyed so keenly the previous Dixon dra- 
matic stories like The Clansman,' "The Sins of the 
Father.- 'The Leopard's Spots' and 'The Birth ot 
a Nation' that the coming of a new patriotic 
spectacle by the same author will be a decidedly 
sensational event." . % 

Ed. Giroui deposited the check to general ac- 
count, whilst W. IC Sbeppard and Thomas Dixon 
signed the contract. It was one of the quickest 
sale transactions in the history of film marketing. 

Mr. Sheppard is the bustling type of Southern 
Allegheny folk that have made good in Texas. 
Born in Parkersburg, W. Va., where his family is 
prominent In commercial affairs, be went to the 
Lone Star State seven years ago. He operated 
successfully a small motion picture house In La- 
redo, later became proprietor of a large and modern 
theatre In Brownsville, which he equipped with 
the latest conveniences and made extremely popu- 
lar. An inkling of the possibilities of big films 
was afforded to Mr. Sheppard when he had a 
91,000 advance sale for "The Birth of a Nation." 

In fact, he has done capacity business for almost 
everything of importance that has come his way. 
He sold oat his Southern Texas theatre Interests 
last March. 

The first step In Mr. Sheppard'a Southwest cam- 
paign will be the establishment of a film exchange 
In Dalas, Tex. It will be In operation before the 
first of August. One of the most prominent ex- 
change men of tie South will be In charge, and 
this head office will be plentifully supplied with, 
prists and with every kind of publicity, musical 
scores, etc. Elaborate runs of 'The Fall of a Na- 
tion'' are planned in Dallas, Little Bock, Oklahoma 
City, Fort Worth, Houston, Galveston and San An- 
tonio, after which the spectacle will be shown In 
the smaller towns.

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CONVENTION WEEK SEES MUCH ACCOMPLISHED* 

PLENTY OF ACTION HARES DELIBERATIONS OF DEL EGATES— PLAN FOR 
NATIONAL A SSOCIATI ON RATIFIED. 

LEE OCHS, OF NEW YORK, UNANIMOUSLY ELECTED PRESIDENT NATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION-NEW EXECUT IVE RAN OF ABILITY.

Win. A. Brady's showed considerable fighting spirit 
against tiie war tax, saying;, In part : "Fight to a 
finish all obnoxious laws devised by petty grafters 
against this growing business." 

Bat Brady's averislon to unfavorable legislation 
was too great to be confined to a telegram (even 
tbough the one in question ran well over three 
hundred words) and the head of the World Co- 
addressed the convention within one boar after he 
arrived, Saturday morning. Bis remarks aroused 
considerable enthusiasm.

Chicago, July 15. 

The Exhibitors' League of America, in conven- 
tion assembled, ratified the report of the sub-com- 
mittee of twelve, Friday, July 14, after due de- 
liberation Involving all arguments, pro and con, 
relating to the proposed National Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry. This action forms 
the most important and decisive step since Mon- 
day's opening of the convention, and means that 
the exhibitors as a body, are willing to forego all 
selfish consideration in the broad endeavor to get 
together with the other leading moving picture In- 
terests for the good of the game. 

The opposition to the movement was not Ill- 
founded. Many conscientious delegates "smelted a 
rat" In the prospective negotiations and "wanted 
to be shown" before offering the combined strength 
resultant upon six years of active work zealously 
dedicated to the exhibitors' interests. 



to grow to a position of unprecedented power, and 
commended the attitude of Brady, Zukor and Laeky. 
He strongly urged that Senators of every State 
In the Union be apprised of the stand taken by the 
exhibitors against unjust taxation. 



CONVINCES SKEPTICS. 

But Walter W. Irwin, general manager of the 
V. L. S, K., had not held the floor ten minutes, 
when Invited to speak Thursday afternoon, before 
he convinced the assembly of tbe honesty and 
seriousness of the co-operative plan. Eire he con- 
cluded his well worded speech everyone present 
knew, judging from tbe spontaneous outburst of 
approving applause, that the national president's 
committee, appointed with a view to getting at 
the real opinion of tbe assembly as a whole, would 
report In favor of the plan's adoption. Friday 
morning's session proved the soundness of tbe sur- 
in l sal, for tbe committee (consisting of the ways 
and means appointees and especially selected dele- 
gates), by a vote of fifteen to live, advocated un- 
qualified approval. 



SEEBURrS PLAN. 

During Tuesday's session W. N. Seebury took 
the floor, explaining that preventive measures 
were tbe best means of Insuring the Industry 
against unjust legal measures, as the moving pic- 
ture field had always been a pet legislative toy. 
But he explained that this work would require a 
capital of 7200,000 per year, and wanted to know 
bow much of this amount the exhibitors would be 
willing to raise, and what means they would take 
to raise It. He pointed to tbe fact that the liquor 
Interests spend twice this amount for lobby pur- 
poses and propaganda, and said some way of as- 
sessing films should be devised that exhibitors 
would favor, but that .the exact way must be left 
to the exhibitors themselves. 



THE PLAN IN DET AIL. 

Irwin explained how the plan offered the -Only 
feasible way of meeting all problems confronting 
moving picture Interests, because the National As- 
sociation would be made up of five classes — (1) 
producers and Importers, (2) exhibitors (in good 
standing with the League), (3) supply manufac- 
turers and dealers, (4) distributers, (5) miscel- 
laneous. Inasmuch as the manufacturers Invari- 
ably controlled the distributors, the federation 
awards additional vote representation to the ex- 
hibitors, to make up for this handicap. Ten of tho 
thirty directors of the federation are chosen by the 
exhibitors. A quorum shall consist of twelve. 

Carl Pierce (Paramount) Introduced the mem- 
bers of the sub-committee, each getting a liberal 
share of applause. 



LEGISLATION HURRIES ACTION. 

The knowledge tbat adverse legislation (labeled 
war tax) has already passed tbe House of Repre- 
sentatives and awaits the action of tbe United 
States Senate had much to do with the ratification, 
as all knew that some concerted action must be 
taken to counteract unfavorable legislation. 

Tax talk was In the air when Walter W. Irwin 
took tbe floor to thank the assembly for its action 
Friday morning, and he had hardly started to term 
the episode a "happy occasion" when somebody 
interrupted by saying. "What, the war tax?" But 
Irwin proved his ability to make an Impromptu 
address by stating that, In a sense. It was the war 
tax, as the tax was a motive force that gave the 
federation an opportunity to show the combined 
force of the various interests. This sentiment was 
heartily applauded. He said all tbat was necessary 
Was to continue the work In the spirit in which It 
started; that he expected the Exhibitors' League 



REMBUSCH WAXES WARM. 

At this point Frank J. Bembusch, of Sbelbyvllle, 
Ind., candidate for national president, asked for 
tbe floor. An effort was made to Bbow him to b>> 
oat of order, but It was finally decided to allot him 
five minutes' time. Thoug'a he declared It im- 
possible to express the results of a lifetime's study 
Jn five minutes, be waxed wurm In bis brief speech, 
declaring that manufacturers and exhibitors are 
"starving to death," but tint. Instead of putting a 
definite basis to the business, they chose to use 
conventions for kind applause speeches that did 
no one any good. He said that some measures 
must be taken to protect men In the business, so 
that wildcat makers and exhibitors would cease to 
operate. His speech was wildly applauded by the 
radical element 



RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 

Early In the week It looked as though the con- 
vention would never get down to real business. 
Torrid weather made the social element appeal far 
more strongly than business considerations, and 
most of the talking was indirect and immaterial. 

Frank Bembusch was the Stat to start something 
real by bringing forth his resolution asking for 
more definite business bases guiding all ends of the 
Industry, especially as relating to the fiduciary 
relation between the manufacturer and exhibitor. 
The resolution was passed unanimously, but later 
tended toward reconsideration because of misunder- 
standing as to Its status on the part of many 
present. 

Considerable Interest was aroused by delegate 
Thomas Howard's (New York) plea regarding can- 
cellation of serials. He showed how a film cor- 
poration got a verdict against a theatre proprietor 
who canceled a serial because the play did not suit 
patrons — and urged tbat action be taken support- 
ing exhibitors' right to cancel. 

But all resolutions, Including tbe pet Illinois 
ones against "church and school proximity" legis- 
lation and tbe ever present anti-censorship resolu- 
tion (which bobbed up Saturday and was passed. 
of course), faded away Into insignificance before 
the Importance of tbe war tax measure about to be 
considered by the Supreme Court — and the ex- 
hibitors instructed their secretary to telegraph the 
clerk of the United States Supreme Court, tbe tele- 
gram showing the attitude of the body In no un- 
certain terms. 



ONE DARK SPOT. 



The only cloud that obscured tbe entire week's 
session was occasioned by the report that one hun- 
dred and sixty-seven exhibitors bad gathered at 
the World office In New York, sixty-four canceling 
contracts for bookings because of Infantile paraly- 
sis, the plague which, has brought death to SO 
many Eastern homes. As a result no children are 
allowed to attend New York picture theatres. 



LIGHTER MOMENTS. 

The tense excitement was dispelled when. Paul 
Crotnlln, of the Cosmo Foto Co., made a plea for 
unity, referring to the fact that our nation did 
not experience real unity until the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War united factions called Into being by the 
Civil War. 

Lewis J. Selznlck took the floor, somebody sug- 
gesting tbat be talk about his "$100 per day plan." 
He explained that he thought his films were worth 
that amount, that he'd rather make eight good 
pictures a year than fifty Indifferent ones, and 
that Miss Young (as, Indeed everybody else con- 
nected with, his plant) was a partner and not an 
employee. 

Lonls L Lasts* then took the floor, explaining 
how the federation would solve the problem of 
cheap competition. 

Marcus Loew made a splendid Informal speech, 
explaining how he was one of the first exhibitors 
in New York City, and how he evaded Christmas 
Eve closing by operating under a concert license; 
also how .he was snubbed wben he tried to Induce 
tbe Mayor of New York to be more liberal to ex- 
hibitors, and how he predicted that some day the 
business would grow to such an extent that the 
Mayor would pay homage to It 

Hiram Abrahams (Paramount) 'made a few brief 
remarks commending the work of the sub-com- 
mittee.

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Despite the extra business brought up by the 
federation requirements when It became necessary 
to elect ten members of the new body from the 
'ranks of the exhibitors, the regular election was 
duly disposed of before the termination of Friday's 
second session.

President Herrlngton did likewise, 
emphasizing the fact that he was not a quitter, 
but stating that while others voted for Ochs be- 
cause of what they heard about the man, he did 
so because of what he knew from Intimate associa- 
tion ; also pointing to what Ochs had done to undo 
the Board of Trade. Lee Ochs was elected, by ac- 
clamation.

"The best show of the season" U a phrase that 
has practically lost its meaning through misuse.

It is seldom that two feature acts, presenting 
such thrilling and remarkably skillful feats as 
contained In the offerings of Houdlnl and Belie- 
clalre Bros., are to be found on the same program.

Moat publishers are of the opinion that the ap- 
proaching Fall season will witness a reversion to 
conditions of prosperity that maintained prior to 
1913. Everything works In cycles, and It Is be- 
lieved that the hard times of the near past will be 
forgotten in the prosperity of the approaching 
future. Most of the big houses have their future 
campaigns well In band, and Chicago managers are 
receiving Instructions that presage more elaborate 
professional campaigns tban have ever been carried 
oat. Several standard writers who have not had 
terrific hits for some time are whipping their best 
ideas Into shape, for they feel that, if they once 
"come back," they will continue to grind out hits 
as In the past. The fact that the outdoor season 
has suddenly taken a turn toward better conditions 
means that the public will be glad to re-welcome 
Indoor entertainment when the season for that 



form returns. With everything looking good — 
songs, writers, publishers and conditions — there 
snould be plenty of prosperity and excitement for 
everybody. 

BACK HOME. 

Irving Blbo, Western manager for the Broadway 
Music Corporation '(Will Von Tllzer), returned 
from New York last week, considerably enthused 
over the way "Nashville" is showing up in the Bay 
State. Last season was a gloriously successful one 
for the Broadway, several numbers having moved 
along splendidly, and every member of the concern 
is bound to do his little bit toward making the new 
season a record breaker. 

THE WAT TO DO IT. 

Everybdy in the Majestic audience took a great 
deal of pleasure In watching Harry Carroll and 
his pretty partner put songs over "as they should 
be put," last week. This talented team under- 
stands something of psychology, for, unlike most 
Eastern acts. It was kind enough to Incorporate a 
song that expressed! delight at leaving New York 
for Chicago. This was a new wrinkle, and the hit 
It Tnade with the audience should show other East- 
ern acts what Western people like to bear. Hardly 
a song in Harry's medley failed to get a big hand, 
which showed that the little composer's hits are 
well liked In the Western city, as well as well 
known. The act wasn't starred on the bill, but It 
easily proved the big hit. 

'WHY HE SMILES. 

Roger Graham, Craig's manager, smiles when 
anybody mentions the new burlesque season, for 
Roger has a deep seated love for this form of enter- 
tainment as a song popularlzer, and has Incorpo- 
rated several songs in his catalogue (including 
"Shlm-me-sha-wabble") which are particularly ap- 
plicable for burly Q. 

THEY GOT TOGETHER. 

Dan. Blanco (famed for his work at White City 
through several seasons), Sidney C. Gibson (who 
used to entertain on Coney Island with Fred Fish- 
er) and Bemie Adler (the old timer wbo plyead 
piano as well with one hand as with two) have 
formed an unbeatable cabaret crew, entertaining 
in a South side cafe. The boys have always been 
city favorites and should do much to bring Chi- 
cago crowds South of the local "Mason and Dixon 
line." 

PLENTY OF THEM. 

Plenty of patriotic songs have made their ap- 
pearance since the threatened war with Mexico. 
Most of them hare a distinctly "Uncle Sam flavor," 
the title pages of many showing that they were 
issued rather hastily In anticipation of an immedi- 
ate demand. Few bear the Imprint of established 
houses, the general rule being that the enterpris- 
ing authors-composers have Issued their own 
plates, feeling that the subject matter would prove 
sufficiently strong to carry the songs over local 
counters. Yet very few ever make their way to 
counters, which shows "Quit even an up to the min- 
ute number needs big; firm backing to be "put 
over" properly.

WHITE CITY'S NEW LEASE. 

Conditions must be pretty good at White City, 
Chicago's South Side outdoor resort, for Joseph 
Beifeld, who had been operating the park under 
a twenty year lease, merged it Into a new one, 
whereby he secures a ninety-eight year lease from 
J. Ogden Armour, owner of the land. The new. 
arrangement goes Into effect July 1, providing for 
110,000 yearly rental for the first eighteen months, 
912,000 for the next twelve years, $15,000 for 
the next thirty-one years, and five per cent, on a 
fair cash value of the ground (about $15,000) for 
the remaining years.

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CHICAGO AS PRODUCING CENTRE. 

NEW SHOWS WILL SOON BE UNDER WAY. 
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(ffpeeial to The Clippeb.) 
A music ptifiltHher once said that while be cou'd 
not guarantee to produce a hit every six months 
lie could produce one regulaTly every seventeen 
years, because. If be were permitted to drop out of 
business completely for that length, of time and 
return wltfli precisely the type of a song that was 
embodied In his last hit. he'd hit the bull's-eye' of 
popular demand every rime. 

This to what statisticians call "the cycle law," 
and It Is not nearly bo ridiculous as It may seem 
at first glance. Everything moves In cycles, from 
the action of the planets, through costume styles, 
to public taste. What Is true of all these things — 
and popular songs — Is also true of the drama, and 
examination of advance "dope" makes It likely 
that late 1016 and early 17 will witness Chicago 
dramatic producers enjoying an era of prosperity 
that would have been undreamed of a few months 
ago. 

WOUND HEALING. 
When the moving picture craze first swept every- 
thing before It, a few Western producers (like 
GaskUl A McVltty, Rowland A Clifford,' Jones & 
Crane, Harvey D. Orr, and Bobert Sherman) did 
net heist the white flag Immediately, forget their 
dramatic and musical affiliations and open moving 
picture studios, as did many Eastern producers. 
They had a deep seated confidence in the longevity 
of the game they loved so well, and "stuck to the 
ship," though many of them eaw the fortunes tbey 
had amassed through the years swept away by the 
rising tide of moving pictures. Some of them re- 
mained producers in name only, as the circuits 
over which they operated could no longer support 
their shows In the face of the prosperity awarded 
rival theatres dedicated to the movies. The great- 
est blow of all was found In the starvation receipts 
garnered on Saturday nights (at one time the best 
nights on the Toad), when receipts dwindled to 
nothing In the theatres with "dollar top" prices, 
while moving picture houses just across the street 
played to unprecedented prosperity. But now it 
looks as If these men will experience a return of 
prosperity that will suitably reward them for their 
faithfulness to the "live actor" form of amuse- 
ment. 

LOCAL ADVANTAGES. 

- No city has been more willing to support meri- 
torious entertainments tban Chicago. It has no 
conflicting Sunday laws to reduce the profits of 
legitimate attractions, and somo of the biggest 
receipts ever gained In drama and musical comedy 
have been counted in the 'Windy City." It has 
well drawn season lines, a home population that 
loves pleasure, and a transient one that docs not. 
hesitate to spend money on the prevailing form of 
amusement.. 

Big Eastern producers have realized this, espe- 
cially since some of their shows, which ran In the 
East without^ any great gross profit, invaded the 
West on the strength of Eastern successes and 
proved big money makers. 

FORECASTS. 

In the old days Harry H. Praxes achieved re- 
markable success as a local producer of musical 
comedy. Later ho went East and produced all 
kinds of shows. Bat his eye has always been 
centered on the Western metropolis, and he has 
recently favored Chicago with two legitimate pro- 
ductions, both of which will probably show up 
well- when placed under the searchlight of New 
York City. 

POPULAR FANCY. 

The same people who found surcease tn pictures 
for the over production of legitimate atcractons 
now look longingly toward legitimate attractions 
to relieve the over production of pictures. This ac- 
counts for. tile success of well written plays that 
managed to sandwich themselves between picture 
offerings, like that of Henry E. Dlxey, In "Mr. 
Lazarus." 

The new season will find Chicago eager to favor 
plays with the "punch" (like "The Fortune Hunter," 
"Beady : Money" or "Madame X"), and the pro- 
ducers who come to the front with meritorious of- 
ferings will sot feel the slightest inconvenience 
from moving, picture competition. In fact, there is 
no reason why both forms of entertainment should 
not prosper. 

STANDARDS RAISED. 

"Local producers, looking eagerly toward the 

opening of the sew s eason, have resolved to raise 



the standards of attractions offered on the popu- 
lar priced circuits. The reasons for this are two 
fold.' The people will demand exceptionally strong 
legitimate attractions to offset the charm of splen- 
didly produced moving pictures, and the play- 
wrights, whose pens have grown rusty with the 
advance of the moving craze, will be glad to offer 
their services for the circuits then open. High class 
writers preparing material (for popular priced cir- 
cuits) that previously would have been given 
Broadway productions. 

WHAT THEY SAY. 

Karl O. MacVltty (of Gasklll A MacVltty) Is 
one of the firm believers In the "return of the 
legitimate.*' He said : "I lost: to a speedy return 
to old time producing conditions. The play with 
simple love Interest, that doesn't cost so much to 
stage that the whole season's profits will be wiped 
out before it starts on the way, Is the show that 
will get the money. Small cast shows are best, 
because they can be staged perfectly at a cost that 
would make a big cast production appear cheap. 
Cheap productions were one of the causes for lack 
of public interest in the drama, when perfectly 
staged pictures were offered at a small admission 
fee." 

Bobert Sherman Is a firm believer In tbe melo- 
dramatic offering with heart appeal. Despite tbe 
Inroads of pictures, Sherman has profitably pro- 
duced this type of play, and he anticipates n 
wonderful new season. 

Bowland A Clifford probably have more reason 
to hope for a good season than all the other West- 
ern producers. Many of tbe plays which formerly 
made fortunes for them (an instance of which Is 
found in "Tbe Rosary") had to be recalled last 
year because of untenable road conditions. With 
a good Fall season staring them In the face It will 
only be necessary to take the old time money 
makers off the shelf, brush them up a bit with 
suitable casts, and aend them forth for the new 
season. 

ONE NIGHT STANDS. 

When, tho Midwest Theatre Managers convened 
In Chicago recently, optimism was the watchword 
of their stay. Every one conscientiously believed 
the new season wlil be a record breaker. These 
men are not Idly boasting wiseacres. They have 
their money Invested In opera houses, and the fact 
that they Intend to hold their houses open for 
good, legitimate productions shows the way the 
land lays. 

With vaudeville settling down to a more uniform 
pace, pictures becoming relieved of the "over pro- 
duction" aspect, and other influences working 
toward an evening process for the entire amuse- 
ment field. It 1b more than likely that Western 
producers of drama and musical comedy will get 
their share of the new season's prosperity. 



PONDEROUS TAB. 

Humid Kalla Pasha (known as "The Terrible 
Turk" In his wrestling days) Is rehearsing a tab 
called "It Happened tn Japan," Bella White appear- 
ing in active support. Humid is one of the best 
getters of laughs in the business, and his connec- 
tion 1th tabloid should prove noteworthy.

DUly Van. 

Edw. Le (Boy Bice sends us the following : 

Billy Van, prominent blackface comedian and 
minstrel, died In this city, July 11. 

Following a custom of late years, the so called 
chroniclers of things theatrical outdid themselves 
In recounting Mr. Van's early career. One trade 
Journal gravely stated that he was a one time 
member of Barlow, Wilson, Primrose it West's Min- 
strels. Whereas that organization, ceased aa an 
Institution thirty-four years ago. ' 

It was my pleasure to know Billy Van Intimate- 
ly, and during the Summer of 1010, In the club- 
room of the old White Bats, he gave me his history, 
and was careful at the time that I should get It 
correct 'I reproduce It for the benefit of Tug 
t'LUTii'B readers: 

In private Hfe BDly Van was Wm. Van Name. 
He was born in Cincinnati, Nov. 25, 1862. 

His first stage appearance was with an amateur 
minstrel company in Louisville in 1878, at Lleder- 
krans Hall (afterwards Hopkins'). His first pro- 
fessional engagement was at Jeff Stsley's, In Jcf- 
fcrsonvllle, Ind Subsequently he doubled with 
Billy Bitt, a midget, doing a black face break neck 
hong and dance. He remained two years with Bltt, 
and then Joined George Talbott. Later, with AL 
Devaney, Haley and Flynn, headed a four act. 
Following this, with May Thompson, he did a 
muRlcal act for a lengthy period. 

After this he Joined Bob Turner, but soon sepa- 
rated from him to make his minstrel entree with 
Haverly. A two year engagement with AL O. Field 
was next. He played vaudeville for a season and 
again returned under the Field banner. 

This was followed by two years with, the Gor- 
man Bros/ Minstrels as principal comedian. Then 
came two years with Primrose A West's Minstrels. 

The next few seasons were spent with Hopkins* 
Trans-Atlantlqucs, Fulgora's Co., and Sanolow'a 
Vaudeville Co., In which he acted as manager. 

Mr. Van was for three years principal comedian 
of Wm. II. West's (Rlcafcy'a) Minstrels, and Hav- 
erly 's (NankevUie's) Minstrels, for two seasons. 

Billy" Van's Minstrels toured about twenty years 
ago. His last minstrel engagement was with Nell 
O'Brien's Co., in 1012. 

Billy Van had a quaint personality. He billed 
himself as "the assassin of sorrow." The appella- 
tion was no misnomer. To resist Van's Inane 
laugh, that usually followed his jests, one would 
have to be Indeed a chronic misanthrope. He had 
a faculty of »«ifi"g an old Joke and putting new 
life In It In such a manner that you laughed in 
spite of yourself. 

Billy Van leaves a gap In minstrelsy's fast dwin- 
dling ranks that will not be easily filled. 

The services were largely attended at the rooms 
of the White Rats, where the beautiful ritual of 
that order, and that of the Elks, were read over 
the earthly remains of "the minstrel man." 



Pa.nl Conchas, well known for his work in 
vaudeville as a strong man, died July 10, at the 
Post Graduate Hospital. New York, from cancer 
of the liver. Mr. Conchas was bom In Germany 
about forty years ago. As a young man he was an 
athlete; and In ISO© he conceived the Idea of turn- 
ing his strength to good account on the stage. His 
first appearances were made In Germany, whero 
he met with Instant favor. News of bis success 
spread over Continental Europe, and he played In 
all the leading European cities. London soon 
learned of hhn, and in the English capital he be- 
came a big favorite. In 10O4 he was brought to 
the United States by Richard Pitrot, for Percy G. 
Williams, and hero he duplicated his success In other 
countries. In fact, so great was his American suc- 
cess that from the date of his first appearance to 
the United States be spent most of his time here. 
The body was cremated July 20, at Fresh Pond 
Crematory. Julius Newmann, Who assisted Con- 
chas In his act, was with his employer to the last. 

Nancy De Hare, one time stage favorite of 
San Francisco, died July 16 at the San Francisco 
Hospital, San Francisco, at the age of eighty-eight. 
She was registered at the hospital as Mrs. Nancy 
A. Shaw, as a charity patient. Wealthy relatives 
upon hearing ot her death saved her from a pau- 
per's grave, and provided proper obsequies. Nancy 
Da Xure left the stage thirty years ago. 



Robert Graham, veteran actor, died Monday 
afternoon, July 17, at the home of his sister. Mrs. 
L. Jacob. 203 West One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street, New York City. Mr. Graham had beeS 111 
with cancer for the last several months, being 
stricken esrly hi April. In Chicago, where he had 
been playing with ' Chfci Chin." Among other pro- 
ductions he was seen in "My Sweetheart," "The 
Little Tycoon," "The Merry Widow," "Florodora" 
and "The Silver Slipper." He Is survived by bis 
Sister, a son and daughter Robert and Mattfe. and 
crooner Charles, all of whom are members of the 
profession. Funeral -was held 10, at the residence 
of his s ister. Interment was held In Calrvcry 
Cemetery, 

Joseph H. Hart, widely known scenic artist, 
died July 21. at a private sanitarium, at 2360 Sev- 
enth Ave.. New York. Mr. Hart was born In 
Philadelphia fifty-seven years ago, and first learned 
minting In Chicago when a boy. Ho earn to New 
York twenty years ago and had since been asso- 
ciated with the leading studios here. Mr. Hart 
was considered one of the best exterior artists in 
theatrical work in the country. He was an active 
member of the Scenic Association the Actors' 
fund, and the Free Mesons. He leaves a widow 
and one daughter. Burial will be In the Rural 
Cemetery, Poughkeepsie. 

Charles T. nivalis, for sixty years a leading 
figure in the circus world, died July 14, In New 
Orleans. Mr. Stvalle made a name for himself in 
the old days of the one ring show, when John 
RlngHng and Barnum were yet in their infancy. 
He was the financial scout of the big circuses, and 
upon his Judgment the itinerary of the organization 
was planned. He was by no means an advance or 
press agent, and did no advertising whatever. His 
task was to ascertain the sentiment of the people 
towards the circus. The remains were shipped to 
Houston, Tex., his home, for burial. 

Harold Rehill, a light opera singer, died July 
18, In the Allegheny General Hospital, Pittsburgh. 
Pa. He waa born In Pittsburgh thirty-five years 
ego, and began the study of music as a young boy. 
Ho studied, under C. H. Parker and W. J. Griffith, 
in Pittsburgh, end Btgnor Cartl, In Milan. Young 
Renin began his stage career at the age of six- 
teen as a member of Alice Nielsen's company. 
Since that time he had gained fame in light mu- 
sical productions.

White and Sanford, died at St. Luke's Hospital. 
Ban Francisco, from ulcer ot the stomach, followed 
by hemorrhages. He was thirty-eight years of 
age.

TOR THE DISCUSSION CIRCLE. 



Very often questions will arise on wblch there 
Is a diversity of opinion. Such questions can be 
settled only by comparing tbe views of different 
croups of Individuals and by analyzing the argu- 
ments, pro and con, relating to tbe proposition. 

In a recent Issue of The Hospital (published In 
London) a writer delves Into much detail about 
the artistic temperament. He must have had some 
sad experiences -with Individuals of that "tempera- 
ment," for he believes, from his analysis, that tbe 
key note to the "artistic temperament" Is selfish- 
ness, accompanied by self Indulgence and sensitive- 
ness to sensuous Impressions. The following Is, in 
part, what our writer says about persons endowed 
with the artistic temperament : 

"If every man embodies the traits of some ani- 
mal and will, at bis death, be reincarnated as .tbe 
anlmai'wnoso nature be shares then tbe possessor 
of the artistic temperament will undoubtedly spend 
the next phase of bis existence as a cat. He has 
the cat's self absorption and aloofness from his 
fellows the cat's Indifference to social ties and 
obligations, tbe cat's sleekness and sedulous care 
of Its person, the cat's incapacity for steady In- 
dustry, and habit of acting by fits and starts; tbe 
cat's luxurlousness and selr indulgence, the cat's 
fondness for play, and usually the cat's dishonesty 
and cruelty. 

"The man of artistic temperament has usually 
been a spoiled child, and no doubt a good deal of. 
undisciplined excesses of his adult life are due to 
the want of discipline in his childhood, but his 
traits are inborn, and though- judicious discipline 
In "childhood might subdue them, no discipline 
would eradicate them. Very often in his childhood 
he has been puny, his health has been delicate, and 
so he ha* been Indulged,' has escaped the whole- 
some discipline of school and bas been excused 
from many a punishment that the healthy child 
would have suffered. Often he Is the only son, 
and has been Indulged on that account ; often he 
has had a dotli.g mother, often he has lost fc.'s 
father In early life, but though these conditions 
all, favor .the development of the artistic tempern- 
m4nt, . they do not .create It. The disposition is 
Inbornl and though It may be minimized by a 
son d>1 and Judicious bringing up, and fostered by 
an indulgent and foolish education, there Is no 
reason that It can cltbcr be created or eradicated. 

"The artistic temperament is certainly not 
strongly hereditary, and it may be doubted whether 
It Is hereditary at all. It may appear sporadically 
la one member of a large family, the rest of whom 
are normal ; it may appear In children In whose 
parents It Is absent, and may be absent In children 
whose father possesses It in a high degree. It Is 
more frequent In men than in women : but what- 
ever its' origin. It Is a calamity to tbe family of 
its possessor, though It is not a calamity to tbe 
possessor himself. It does often bring blm to Irre- 
trievable disaster, it Is trns, but It does not neces- 
sarily do so, and the very selfishness which Is an 
Integral and consplcions element In It. may. If 
combined with a moderate share of prudence, se- 
cure for Its possessor that ease and comfort for 
which he most craves, and make his life, if not 
prosperous and successful, at least enjoyable. Be 
does not always -wreck his own life, but If the 
temperament is highly developed he will infallibly 
wreck the lives of others. 



"They constantly seek to attract attention and 
interest from others, but they are not men of ac- 
tion. They are saucterers. They are' lookers on 
on the' battle of. life, and restrict their exertions 
to criticizing and sneering at those who do tbe 
fighting. In as far as they act at all, . their ac- 
tion Is recreative. They are dexterous and nimble, 
and can do many useless things neatly and well. 
They are skillful at games, and so they should be. 
for they spend en games a very disproportionate 
share of their time. . , . They are of ten. very, 
good amateurs, but they axe no more than ama- 
teurs even In the profession they adopt. To attain 
professional rank, even In an artistic or purely 
recreative avocation, such as that of tbe conjurer, 
requires persistence in steady Industry, and of 
steady industry they are Incapable. They will oc- 
cupy themselves only as long as the occupation la 
pleasant and congenial to them. Tbe minute It 
begins to pall and become tedious it Is thrown 
aside. This is not work. It is occupation but. It is 
not work, for work Is doing that which is distaste- 
ful. If they work at all It is by tits and starts. In 
snatches of brief duration, and in the doing they 
ore Inefficient, inattentive, procrastinating, dila- 
tory and leave their -tasks -ban done. As long as 
the work has the attraction of novelty they will 
pursue It with enthusiasm and energy, but they 
do not persist. As soon as it becomes tedious it 
Is abandoned. They are unmethodical. They have 
neither foresight to devise a plan for themselves 
nor tbe tenacity to adhere to a plan made for 
them, and are too lazy to be orderly in business. 

"In business affairs they are unthrifty and ex- 
travagant. They spend disproportionately on pres- 
ent Indulgence, on personal adornment and pleas- 
ure, and nave little regard to future wants, and 
none whatever for the welfare of others, even of 
those nearest to them. They borrow without any 
Intention to repay ; they cheat without shame, 
and care not of how much they may deprive others 
so that their Immediate wants arc satisfied. Any 
one — father, mother, sister, wife or even child — 
may work for them or want for them, and they take 
all that Is given to them as their natural right, for 
they express no gratitude, for they feel none; and 
for which they neither own nor feci obligation. la 
the extreme instances, of this temperament, even 
the ordinary obligations of morality are not ac- 
knowledged as binding or applicable to themselves, 
so they are quick to resent any relaxation of these 
rules by which they may suffer.* 

While there arc some • truths In the argument 

Eut forth In the preceding paragraphs. It also 
rlstles with gross exaggerations : It also conveys 
to me the Impression that' the picture is blurred, 
that tbe man wbo palnted.lt had little. cxDcrlcnce 
with people who have the truly "artistic tempera- 
ment. I should enjoy the dissection of his argu- 
ments and show their fllmslncss, but I decided to 
give my readers tbe opportunity to express their 
views on the question. Send me your opinions. Mem- 
bers of the thentrieal profession are constantly In 
contact with people who display the "artistic tem- 
perament." and. they can Judge whether or not tbe 
picture drawn above is a correct one or not. I 
reservo my views for a later date — after I have 
heard what you nave to say.

Fowler's Solution (prescribed by a doctor) In do'sea 
of two to four drops daily, three times, and well 
diluted, is doing good service. The condition need 
not cause any alarm. As t soon as the general sys- 
temic condition is improved these sores should 
occur no more,

A teaspoonful of effervescent sodium phosphate 
in a glass of water on the empty stomach will act 
favorably In your case. Most headache, remedies 
contain heart depressant drugs — some more, some 
less — and If you value your heart function keep 
away from them. Try to find the. cause for the 
headaches (in your case It Is In all probability due 
to gastric derangements) and eliminate It. Then 
your headaches will cease. Yon are the sole Judge 
whether or not fruits agree with yon. If they 
agree with your digestion,' eat them; If- not, 
eliminate them. As long as the bolls are localized 
and discharge their contents you need entertain no 
fears. If temperature develops. If the affected parts 
look angry and Inflamed, do not meddle with house- 
hold remedies, but have a good, conscientious 
physician attend you. 

HEAT EXHAUSTION. 
BCRS. F. S., Dubuque, Iowa, writes: . 

Dear Doctor : My husband, an actor, is Subject 
to attacks of heat exhaustion during the hot Sum- 
mer months. He suffers much from them.. For- 
tunately, this year, he has had no spell as yet, but 
he has hod them regularly for the past four.ycawr. 
What is best to do when he gets one of these spells ?

During an attack of heat exhaustion the. first 
thing to do Is to reduce the temperature of the 
body. This Is best accomplished as follows :. Strip 
patient, wrap him in a cold wet sheet and keep 
sheet wet by frequent sprinkling with -cold, water. 
Do this until the mind Is perfectly clear. - Yon 
may apply cold cloths to head, neck and face.. Do 
not apply Ice to head directly. After recovery 
from such attacks It is wcH to Increase' the bodily 
resistance to subsequent attacks. Avoidance of the 
direct rays of the sun Is essential. Prevention, of 
course, is better than cure. Proper clothing and 
head wear are essential in frustrating attacks of 
heat stroke. 

WHITE ELEVATIONS ON TVACH (MILIUM).

Deab Doctor : please advise me, through Tan 
Clippeb, on the following: I am past forty and 
have never had any blemishes on my face except 
a small elevation resembling a mote on my fore- 
head, which appeared about fifteen years ago.

the trouble. You may have the ones appearing 
'now -treated in a similar manner. It is the best 
form of treatment known.

The present method of Federal taxation is based 
on seating capacity, and la graded accordingly. 
Should the percentage system supersede the present 
plan it Is estimated that picture bouses and legiti- 
mate theatres -will be forced to Individually pay 
over two thousand per cent, more annually into the 
treasury of the TJ. S. than they are now doing. 



PUBLIC WILL HAVE TO PAYINTHE

This means in the final analysis that should 
the Kltchln bill become a law that tbe motion pic- 
ture exhibitors and theatre operators will be 
forced to raise their admission prices, and that 
good old war horse Mr. Common People will be the 
ultimate person on whose already overladen shoul- 
ders the Impost will fail. 

Consequently it behooves an managers of thea- 
tres, whether "legitimate*' or film houses, to imme- 
diately inform their patrons of the Impending con- 
dition brought about by the proposed new tax, 
and ask them to use their voting powers with 
proper discrimination in forthcoming local and 
national elections.

He tries to blackmail Watts, telling him ethat 
unless be gives him money he will reveal the fact 
that Watts is not- the girl's father, and also shorr 
up the girt to the staid townsfolk as a former 
acrobat who wore tights. 

The wedding guests are waiting. As Ulysses turns 
to enter the church, Stoner shoots him. Ulysses 
reassures the guests and holds them spellbound 
(while he recites to them "The Death of Julius 
Cssar." Outside the church the -groom beats 
Stoner insensible, takes tho pictures of the girl In 
tights from him and then enters the church where 
the ceremony is performed. 

Ulysses dies of his wound and Stoner is fonnd 
guilty of his murder. The groom takes his bride 
ifrom the scene of the tragedy and her history Is 
never revealed.
